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East  Coast  Gays  Protest 


NEW  YORK,  NY  —  Two  New 
York-based  groups  representing 
national  constituencies  have 
issued  statements  regarding  last 
week’s  announcement  of  a  verdict 
of  voluntary  manslaughter  in  the 
trial  of  Daniel  J.  White  (see  GCN, 
Vol.  6,  #44). 

On  May  22,  one  day  after  the 
annoucement  of  the  verdict  and 
the  subsequent  rioting  in  San 
Francisco  by  lesbians,  gay  men, 
and  their  supporters,  a  statement 
was  issued  by  the  National  Gay 
Task  Force  (NGTF).  The  joint 
statement  was  prepared  by  Jean 
O’Leary  and  Charles  Brydon,  Co- 
Executive  Directors  of  NGTF. 

“The  verdict  in  the  trial  of 
former  San  Francisco  Supervisor 
Dan  White  is  a  travesty  and  an 
outrage,”  they  said.  “While  we 
deplore  the  violence  that  occurred 
last  evening,  the  maximum  eight 
year  prison  term  is  intolerable  for 
the  senseless  slaughter  of  two  out¬ 
standing  public  officials.  When 
gay  people  face  sentences  of  from 
10  to  20  years  for  violation  of  state 
sodomy  statutes,  the  comparison 
is  simply  ludicrous. 

“  ‘Kill  a  queer  for  Christ’  was 
one  motto  that  surfaced  in  the 
anti-gay  campaign  in  Dade 
County,  Florida,  two  years  ago. 
The  murders  committed  by  Dan 
White  and  the  resultant  judicial 
slap  on  the  wrist  make  it  clear  that 
pathological  homophobes  like 
Mr.  White  face  little  punishment 
if  they  act  on  their  dehumanized 
views  of  gay  people.” 

The  Coordinating  Committee 
of  the  National  March  on  Wash¬ 
ington  for  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Rights,  scheduled  for  Oct.  14,  also 


responded  to  the  announcement 
of  the  verdict  and  the  violent  reac¬ 
tion.  Steve  Ault,  Staff  -Coor¬ 
dinator  at  the  national  office  of 
the  march,  released  a  statement  on 
May  23. 

“The  lesbian  and  gay  commun¬ 
ity  is  shocked  by  the  token  punish¬ 
ment  of  Dan  White  for  the  cold¬ 
blooded  murders  of  Harvey  Milk 
and  George  Moscone,”  Ault  said. 

“In  recent  years,  gay  people 
have  been  picked  off  one  by  one 
and  city  by  city.  It  is  time  to  unite 
and  fight  the  anti-gay  attacks  that 
are  escalating  throughout  the 
country. 

“Police  beatings  this  past  week 
in  San  Francisco  and  Chicago,  the 
vandalism  of  a  gay  bar  in  Ver¬ 
mont,  and  police  harassment  of 
gay  activists  in  Pittsburgh  all  in¬ 
dicate  that  the  complacency  exis¬ 
tent  in  certain  gay  communities  is 
both  false  and  dangerous;  that  be¬ 
neath  the  veneer  of  tolerance  there 
is  hostility  which  can  erupt  at  any 
time  and  (in)  any  place. 

“Now,  more  than  ever,  we  must 
make  the  March  on  Washington 
for  Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights  a 
powerful  display  of  mutual  sol¬ 
idarity  and  the  beginning  of  a  uni¬ 
fied  movement  of  lesbians,  gay 
men,  and  their  supporters  which 
will  respond  immediately  and  de¬ 
cisively  to  attacks  on  our  com¬ 
munity  whenever  and  wherever 
they  occur.” 

White’s  conviction  for  volun¬ 
tary  manslaughter  carries  a  maxi¬ 
mum  sentence  of  eight  years  in 
prison,  with  the  possibility  of 
parole  after  three  years.  Sentenc¬ 
ing  is  scheduled  for  June  19  in  San 
Francisco  Superior  Court. 


Sodomy  Law 
Faces  Challenge

ONONDAGA  COUNTY,  NY 
—  Ronald  Onofre  was  arrested  in 
February  1978  on  three  counts  of 
sexual  activity  involving  force  and 
one  count  of  consensual  sodomy. 
The  plaintiff,  a  17-year-old  man 
with  whom  Onofre  had  been 
living,  pressed  charges  with  local 
police  which  resulted  in  a  "-ind 
jury  felony  indictment.  In  New 
York  State,  the  legal  age  of 
consent  is  17;  age  was  not  a  factor 
in  the  indictment. 

Bonnie  Strunk,  Onofre’s  attor¬ 
ney,  said  that  when  she  met  with 
the  plaintiff  prior  to  the  trial  in 
April  1978,  she  “seriously  ques¬ 
tioned  his  truthfulness.”  Soon 
after  this  meeting,  a  confession  of 
perjury  was  given  by  the  plaintiff 
saying  that  the  element  of  force 
never  did  exist.  Strunk  then  filed 
for  dismissal  of  all  four  counts  of 
the  indictment.  The  District  Af- 
torney’s  office  dismissed  the  three 
counts  of  forcible  sexual  activity, 
but  refused  to  dismiss  the  indict¬ 
ment  of  consensual  sodomy, 
which  is  illegal  under  the  criminal 
statutes  of  New  York  State. 

Onofre  went  to  trial  in  April 
1978  in  the  County  Court  of 
Onondaga  County,  NY.  The  case. 
The  People  of  the  State  of  New 
York  v.  Onofre,  resulted  in  a 
verdict  of  guilty  of  a  Class  B  Mis¬ 
demeanor.  The  judge  sentenced 
Onofre  in  November  1978  to  a 
“Conditional  Discharge,”  which, 
in  the  words  of  his  attorney,  was  a 
sentence  of  “staying  out  of  all 
further  trouble.” 

Strunk  said,  “To  understand 
the  case,  you  have  to  understand 
Onondaga  County.  This  is  a  very 
conservative,  very  religious  area. 
Sex  offenses  are  severe  crimes 
around  here.  A  few  years  ago  the 
District  Attorney  resigned  due  to  a 


sex-related  crime.  Also, there  is  a 
special  anti-prostitute  squad  in  the 
police  department  and  prostitutes 
have  their  names  placed  in  the 
newspapers  almost  every  day.” 

Asked  why  the  plaintiff  filed 
charges  against  Onofre,  Strunk 
said,  “This  isn’t  in  the  records  of 
the  trial,  but  it  is  my  contention 
that  the  plaintiff  went  to  the 
police  for  a  number  of  reasons. 
For  one  thing,  he  probably  didn’t 
want  his  parents  to  know  that  he 
had  consensual  sex  with  another 
man.  Another  reason  was  that 
people  in  his  neighborhood  knew 
the  two  of  them  were  living  to¬ 
gether  and  probably  having  sex. 
The  neighbors  put  pressure  on  the 
plaintiff  by  telling  him  that  he 
wouldn’t  go  to  heaven  or  have  his 
soul  saved  unless  he  ‘confessed’  to 
the  police.” 

Strunk  is  currently  working  on 
an  appeal  to  the  Appelate  Division 
of  the  State  Supreme  Court.  She 
said,  “This  is  an  ideal  case  to 
overturn  the  sodomy  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  York.  I  just  can’t  see 
how  the  court  can’t  rule  in  our 
favor.  At  this  point,  the  state 
legislature  won’t  touch  the  issue. 
Now  we  have  a  real  starting 
point.” 

Helping  Strunk  with  her  appeal 
is  The  Lambda  Legal  Defense  and 
Educational  Fund,  Inc.  (LLDEF), 
a  non-profit  organization  founded 
five  years  ago.  It  is  composed  of  a 
network  of  volunteer  lawyers  na¬ 
tionwide,  with  a  New  York  City 
home  office.  Its  major  concern  is 
dealing  with  gay  rights  legal 
issues.  LLDEF  will  be  aiding 
Strunk  in  raising  money  for  the 
appeal  and  assisting  her  in  draw¬ 
ing  up  and  arguing  the  brief  in 
court.  The  appeal  is  scheduled  to 
be  submitted  in  July. 


Boston  &  New  York 
Protest  White  Verdict

BOSTON,  MA  —  Approxi¬ 
mately  200  lesbians  and  gay  men 
from  the  Boston  area  participated 
in  a  march  and  rally  on  May  24  to 
protest  the  verdict  in  the  Dan 
White  trial  and  to  express  support 
for  the  demonstrators  in  San 
Francisco  (see  GCN,  Vol.  6,  No. 
44).  The  event  was  conceived  and 
organized  only  two  days  earlier  by 
a  group  of  35  men  and  women 
who  attended  a  meeting  at  Glad 
Day  Bookstore.  The  difficulty  in 
publicizing  the  event  on  two  days’ 
notice  and  the  rainy  weather  were 
factors  affecting  the  size  of  the 
march. 

In  spite  of  the  relatively  small 
turnout,  however,  feelings  about 
the  events  in  San  Francisco  were 
strongly  vocalized  and  the  evening 
ended  amid  dissension  and 
controversy. 

The  marchers  formed  at  Copley 
Square,  where  flowers  ,  were  dis¬ 
tributed  among  the  participants. 
Many  of  the  marchers  carried 
candles.  Before  beginning  the 
march,  Leslie  Cagan,  a  socialist 
feminist  active  in  the  Boston  com¬ 
munity,  spoke.  While  not  con¬ 
doning  White’s  actions  or  the  sub¬ 
sequent  verdict,  Cagan  pointed 
out  that  neither  should  the  death 
penalty  be  advocated.  She  drew 
some  parallels  among  the  instan¬ 
ces  of  violence  in  our  society, 
making  the  connection  that 
capital  punishment  is  not  a 
solution  to  the  violence,  but  a  part 
of  it. 

After  Cagan  spoke,  the  march

CHICAGO,  IL  —  Police  re¬ 
cently  stepped  up  their  harassment 
of  Chicago’s  gay  community,  pro¬ 
voking  responses  from  Mayor 
Jane  Byrne  and  local  gay  groups. 
Police  targets  included  a  popular 
male  cruising  area  and  the  bars. 

Entering  a  private  loft  early  on 
the  morning  of  April  27,  Chicago 
police  halted  liquor  distribution  at 
a  party  thrown  by  the  Lincoln 
Park  Lagooners,  a  gay  social/ath¬ 
letic  organization,  after 
ascertaining  that  the  Lagooners 
had  no  liquor  permit.  Speculation 
about  police  motives  ranges  from 
citizen  complaints  to  the  possible 
suspicion  roused  by  an  advertise¬ 
ment  run  shortly  before  in 
Chicago’s  Gay  Life  newspaper, 
the  wording  of  which  suggested 
partygoers  might  indulge  in  speci¬ 
fic  sexual  acts.  No  one  was  indulg¬ 
ing  when  the  police  arrived  and 
no  arrests  were  made. 

In  early  May,  police  stepped  up 
patrols  in  Lincoln  Park,  a  popular 


began  towards  the  State  House. 
At  the  head  of  the  march  was  a 
symbolic  black  coffin  borne  by 
several  of  the  marchers.  Other 
marchers  followed  behind,  carry¬ 
ing  signs  such  as  “Gay  Riots 
Now,”  “Dan  White  Pulled  the 
Trigger  But  Anita  Bryant  Loaded 
the  Gun,”  and  “Our  Lives  Are 
Worth  More  Than  8  Years.”  The 
traditional  gay  rights  slogans  were 
prominent,  and  there  were  also 
cries  for  the  removal  of  (Mass.) 
Governor  Edward  King  from 
office  and  for  the  death  of  Dan 
White.  While  the  marchers  were 
persistently  vocal,  there  were  only 
scattered  observers  along  the 
route. 

The  march  ended  at  the  Boston 
Common,  opposite  the  State 
House,  where  a  short  rally  was 
held.  The  scheduled  speakers  were 
Allen  Young,  co-author  with 
Karla  Jay  of  several  books,  in¬ 
cluding  The  Gay  Report-,  Ann 
Maguire,  co-coordinator  of  the 
Mass.  Caucus  for  Gay  Legislation 
and  manager  of  the  bar  Some¬ 
where;  and  Jim  Foster,  active  in 
San  Francisco  politics  and  a  friend 
to  Harvey  Milk  and  aide  to  Mayor 
George  Moscone. 

All  three  speakers,  in  addition 
to  Cagan,  expressed  the  view  that 
coming  out  is  an  effective  tool  in 
combatting  the  homophobia 
present  in  our  society.  Both 
Young  and  Maguire  cited  the 
example  of  a  man  who  spent  20 
years  in  prison  for  having  con¬ 
sensual  sex  with  a  15-year-old 
boy,  contrasting  this  with  the  light 
sentence  White  is  expected  to

male  cruising  area.  An  attractive 
plainclothes  officer  dressed  in 
colorful  skin-tight  pants  has  ar¬ 
rested  a  number  of  gay  men  for 
solicitation.  Police  attribute  the 
redoubled  vigilance  to  citizen 
complaints. 

Four  times  over  the  past  month, 
police  have  visited  Carol’s  Speak¬ 
easy,  a  gay  membership  club.  On 
May  12  they  arrested  one  of 
Carol’s  managers  for  “keeping  a 
disorderly  house,”  a  prostitution 
charge,  and  inspected  the  bar  for 
fire-code  violations. 

At  1:15  a.m.  on  May  19,  police 
again  entered  Carol’s  Speakeasy, 
this  time  to  check  for  underage 
drinkers,  only  one  of  whom  was 
found.  In  the  process  police  ex¬ 
pelled  more  than  500  patrons  into 
the  street,  where  they  arrested  1 1 
men  for  disorderly  conduct,  beat 
several,  and  tackled  photographer 
Dave  Veltkamp  who  was  attempt¬ 
ing  to  photograph  the  beatings.  At 
that  time,  a  fire  inspector  ordered 
Carol’s  closed  over  some  minor

NEW  YORK,  NY  —  New  York 
lesbians  and  gay  men  were 
shocked  and  outraged  by  the  an¬ 
nouncement  of  the  Dan  White 
verdict  in  San  Francisco. 

“Nothing  can  bring  back 
Harvey  Milk  and  George  Mos¬ 
cone,  but  the  token  punishment  of 
their  murderer,  Dan  White,  has 
served  as  a  signal  that  it’s  open 
season  on  gay  people,”  said  Andy 
Humm,  a  spokesperson  for  the 
Coalition  for  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Rights  (CLGR).  Humm  stated 
that,  “The  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munity  interprets  this  injustice  as 
an  expression  of  homophobia,  as 
anti-gay  as  the  murder  of  Harvey 
Milk.” 

A  Sheridan  Square  rally  and 
demonstration  was  called  by 
CLGR  on  Tuesday,  May  22,  after 
receiving  news  of  White’s  verdict. 

Despite  the  short  notice,  some 
300  people  participated  in  the 
action,  which  began  at  8  p.m.  and 
lasted  for  three  hours. 

Demonstrators  marched  up  and 
down  Christopher  and  surround¬ 
ing  streets,  later  staging  a  sit-down 
at  the  intersection  of  Christopher 
Street  and  7th  Avenue,  blocking 
traffic  for  over  half  an  hour. 
Police  were  cooperative,  diverting 
traffic  to  side  streets  and  not  con¬ 
fronting  the  angry  crowd.  Betty 
Santoro,  a  spokesperson  for 
Lesbian  Feminist  Liberation  and 
CLGR,  said,  “The  police  were 
trying  to  keep  things  calm  and  not 
rile  us.  They  seemed  a  little 
nervous  about  what  we  were  going 
to  do.” 

The  Tuesday  night  action  con¬ 
cluded  with  an  urging  to  the 
crowd  to  return  to  Sheridan 
Square  the  following  Wednesday 
for  a  candle-light  vigil. 

By  9  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  light 
rain  throughout  the  day  turned 
into  a  downpour.  Over  400  dem¬ 
onstrators  marched  four  blocks  to 
Washington  Square  Methodist 
Church,  obtained  earlier  as  an 
alternative  location.  The  expected 
size  of  the  demonstration  was 
vastly  reduced  because  of  heavy 
rain,  which  kept  the  usual  crowds 
off  the  streets  and  forced  the 
marchers  to  leave  the  area  before 
many  people  arrived. 

Washington  Square  Methodist 
Church,  in  the  process  of  renova¬ 
tions,  was  filled  to  seating  capa¬ 
city.  Many  people  were  not  per¬ 
mitted  to  enter  because  of  safety 
reasons  in  the  event  of  overcrowd¬ 
ing.

code  infractions  and  for  crowd¬ 
ing.  Though  large  enough  to  ac¬ 
comodate  more  than  500  people  in 
a  bar  setting,  Carol’s  inherited  a 
legal  capacity  of  400  from  its  for¬ 
mer  days  as  a  restaurant,  a  limit 
the  management  has  not  yet  al¬ 
tered.  Since  the  inspection,  the 
management  has  corrected  the 
minor  infractions  and  re-opened 
the  bar. 

That  same  night  (May  18-19) 
police  entered  another  gay  bar, 
New  Flight.  There  they  expelled 
eight  patrons  who  lacked  appro¬ 
priate  identification  and  arrested 
two  bartenders  for  “keeping  a  dis¬ 
orderly  house.” 

The  police  have  recently  entered 
a  number  of  other  gay  bars  on  the 
pretext  of  fire-code  inspectionsand 
I.D.  checks. 

The  beatings  at  Carol’s  at¬ 
tracted  local  television  coverage. 
Recently-elected  Chicago  Mayor 
Jane  Byrne  sent  an  administrative 
aide,  John  Donovan,  a  liaison  be-

midwest  helps  lesbian  mothers 

URBANA,  IL  —  The  Prairie  Custody  Action  Loan 
Fund  (C.A.L.F.)  has  organized  to  raise  funds  to  help  pay 
the  legal  costs  for  lesbian  mother  cases  here.

One  local  lesbian  mother’s  case  has  already  cost 
over  $8,000  in  legal  fees  alone,  and  the  trial  has  not  even 
started.

“A  lot  of  people  were  really  glad  we  stuck  to 
our  guns  and  went.”

Police  and  pornography  dealers  claim  an  accom¬ 
plice  implicated  Womongold  in  a  mid-April  attack  on 
one  of  four  Harvard  Square  newsstands  which  sell  sex 
glossies.  The  four  stores  are  Store  24,  Nini’s  Corner,  Out 
of  Town,  and  Reading  International. 

Long  active  in  the  fight  to  clean  up  urban  neighbor¬ 
hoods,  Womongold  wrote  the  pamphlet  Pornography  — 
a  License  to  Kill,  available  in  most  area  bookstores  and 
from  the  publisher,  New  England  Free  Press,  60  Union 
Square,  Somerville,  MA  02143.  Her  radical  analysis 
decries  the  exploitation  and  slavery  of  women,  and  calls 
for  legislation  to  ban  the  open  sale  of  explicit  sexual 
materials,  as  well  as  more  militancy  by  feminists  to  halt 
the  “sexism  industry.”

Ordinance  to  Outlaw  Juice  Bars

BOSTON,  MA  —  From  time  to 
time,  the  Boston  City  Council  has 
a  fit  of  relevance  which  blemishes 
its  image  as  a  do-nothing  body. 
Such  was  the  case  of  Feb.  21  when 
the  Council  unanimously  and  un¬ 
wittingly  adopted  anordinancethat 
prohibits  all  types  of  entertain¬ 
ment  between  the  hours  of  2:00 
and  6:00  a.m.  Although  the  Coun¬ 
cil  rarely  does  anything  unani¬ 
mously,  it  often  does  things  un¬ 
wittingly,  and  this  ordinance  — 
the  brainchild  of  Councillor 
Christopher  A.  Ianella  —  is  a  case 
in  point. 

The  objective  of  the  ordinance 
was  to  outlaw  the  “juice  bars” 
that  were  causing  so  much  may¬ 
hem  in  the  downtown  area  last 
summer.  The  city  closed  down  one 
bar  in  the  Bay  Village,  but  its 
management  opened  another  one 
under  the  name  “Union  Station” 
in  the  Astor  Theatre  on  Tremont 
Street.  At  the  same  time,  the  Two 
O’Clock  Lounge  was  closed  as  a 


bar  for  several  licensing  infrac¬ 
tions,  but  reopened  as  “Disco 
Seven”  around  the  corner.  An  all¬ 
gay  juice  bar,  the  Loft  21  (which  is 
next  door  to  police  headquarters), 
also  opened.  With  the  exception 
of  the  Loft  21,  the  juice  bars  were 
a  serious  public  safety  problem 
and  controlling  them  was  con¬ 
sidered  quite  necessary. 

What  is  entertainment? 

The  problem  is  that  Ianella’s  or¬ 
dinance  contains  such  a  broad 
definition  of  entertainment  that  it 
makes  perfectly  respectable  busi¬ 
nesses  into  “neighborhood  prob¬ 
lems.”  Any  music  (including 
piped-in  background  music  on 
tapes,  stereos,  or  radio),  movies, 
live  entertainment,  or  even  tele¬ 
vision  in  a  “place  of  public  as¬ 
sembly”  or  place  to  which  the 
public  has  access  is  covered  by  the 
ordinance.  That  effectively  takes 
care  of  juice  bars,  but  what  about 
the  all-night  pizza  joint  with  a 
juke  box?  What  about  the  all- 
night  theatres  in  the  downtown 
area?  What  about  the  restaurants 


in  Chinatown  and  the  nearby  gay 
bathhouses  (all  of  which  are  open 
all  night)  that  have  the  quiet  back¬ 
ground  music  for  their  customers? 
They  are  included  in  the  ordinance 
and  are  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to 
$200.  (Mayor  Kevin  White  refused 
to  sign  the  ordinance,  so  it  became 
law  without  his  signature.) 

“It’s  absolutely  silly,”  said 
Rep.  Barney  Frank. 

lanella’s  aide,  Bob  Kavin,  who 
is  considered  one  of  the  most 
knowlegdable  individuals  at  City 
Hall,  admits  that  he  had  no  idea 
that  the  ordinance  — which  he 
wrote  —  would  be  so  all-encom¬ 
passing.  “We  had  a  problem  that 
needed  to  be  addressed,”  he  said, 
“and  it  was  worsened  with  the 
drinking  age.”  Because  of  certain 
federal  court  decisions  concerning 
grounds  for  licensing,  Kavin  said 
he  found  it  was  “easier  to  prohibit 
entertainment  that  license  it.”  So 
he  did. 

The  police  response  to  the  ordi¬ 
nance  has  been  strong  but  clumsy.

KANSAS  CITY,  MO  —  A 
group  of  five  students  at  United 
Methodism’s  Saint  Paul  School  of 
Theology  have  been  placed  on 
probation  for  distributing  a 
pamphlet  which  included 
statements  seminary  officials  said 
could  be  interpreted  as  an 
endorsement  of  homosexuality  by 
the  school. 

One  of  the  five  was  a  senior 
who  would  have  graduated  with  a 
Master  of  Divinity  degree  on  May 
14.  The  senior,  not  identified  by 
the  seminary,  is  said  to  attend  the 
Metropolitan  Community  Church 
here,  one  Of  a  number  of  such 
congregations  across  the  nation 
made  up  primarily  of  gay  persons. 

The  five  students  were  members 
of  a  committee  of  15  persons, 
both  students  and  faculty,  set  up 
last  fall  to  help  students  discuss 
homosexuality  in  relation  to  the 
church.  The  pamphlet  in  question 
was  circulated  in  late  April  as 
though  it  was  the  work  of  the 
entire  committee. 

The  Rev.  C.  Shrum  Burton, 
seminary  vice  president,  said  the 
five  were  placed  on  probation  by 
the  Academic  and  Professional 
Development  Committee  because 
the  way  in  which  the  pamphlet 
was  distributed  was  not  in  accord 
with  the  standards  of  Christian 
ethics  expected  of  a  candidate  for 
the  ministry. 

According  to  Burton,  the  five 
have  apologized  publicly  for  their 
action  in  circulating  the  document 
and  have  indicated  they  will  work 
out  their  individual  probationary 
requirements  during  the  next  year. 
In  addition  to  the  senior,  one  was 
a  first-year  student  and  three  were 
in  their  second  year. 

The  vice  president  said  the 


school  considers  the  matter  an 
“internal  problem”  related  to  the 
way  in  which  the  pamphlet  was 
distributed  and  not  a  matter  of  a 
particular  student’s  sex  orienta¬ 
tion.  He  noted  that  one  other  stu¬ 
dent  who  would  have  graduated 
this  year  was  also  removed  from 
the  degree  list  because  of  incom¬ 
plete  work;  the  action  was  in  no 
way  related  to  issues  of  sexuality. 

Two  other  United  Methodist 
seminarians  have  attracted  atten¬ 
tion  in  the  past  year  because  of 
actions  involving  homosexuality. 

Garrett-Evangelical  in  Evans¬ 
ton,  IL,  declined  to  advance  two 
gays  in  the  professional  ministry 
program,  and  the  president  of  Iliff 
School  of  Theology  in  Denver  re¬ 
turned  an  application  from  a 
member  of  the  Metropolitan 
Community  Church  who  wanted 
to  enroll  in  the  school. 

Garrett-Evangelical  said  its  ac¬ 
tion  was  in  accord  with  what  it 
believes  to  be  its  role  in  the  “cre- 
dentialling”  of  clergy  for  the  de¬ 
nomination.  The  Iliff  president 
said  he  returned  the  application  in 
accord  with  a  paragraph  in  the 
Methodist  Book  of  Discipline 
(church  law)  which  makes  the 
General  Council  on  Finance  and 
Administration  (GCFA)  “respon¬ 
sible  for  ensuring”  no  church 
funds  are  used  “to  promote  the 
acceptance  of  homosexuality.” 

GCFA  officials  said  they  have 
had  no  formal  request  for  any 
such  move  related  to  funds  during 
this  current  quadrennium,  and  if 
any  is  received,  it  will  be  con¬ 
sidered  on  its  individual  merits. 
Informal  conversations  have  been 
held  with  various  church  leaders 
as  to  what  factors  to  take  into 
account  in  reaching  such  decisions. 


Toronto  Police  Accused

TORONTO,  Canada  —  “Seg¬ 
ments  of  our  society  suffering 
homosexuality  which  calls  itself 
‘homophile,’  ‘gays,’  ‘fags,’  and 
‘fruits,’  etc.,  provide  us  with  a 
vivid  example  of  how  far  we  in 
Canada  have  gone  down  the  ‘road 
to  debauchery.’  Just  look  at  them: 
victims  of  emotional  sickness, 
misfits  of  their  environments, 
attempting  to  turn  their 
aberration  into  a  right,  as  well  as  a 
virtue.” 

These  are  strong  sentiments 
which  one  might  expect  to  read  in 
the  literature  of  Save  Our 
Children,  the  Right  to  Life  move¬ 
ment,  and  other  such  organiza¬ 
tions.  But  when  gay  members  of 
the  Metro  Toronto  Police  Force 
passed  on  to  gay  leaders  and  the 
Toronto  press  copies  of  the  police 
association  newspaper  in  which 
those  lines  appeared,  controversy 
flared.  The  article  was  considered 
by  many  to  be  bad  enough  in 
itself,  but  it  elicited  greater 
concern  because  it  appeared  at  a 
time  of  growing  tensions  between 
the  gay  community  and  the  police. 
A  sustained  campaign  of  police 
harassment  of  the  gay  community 
may  lead  to  an  explosion  in  the 
next  few  weeks,  according  to  local 
activists.  “Gay  people  have 
tempers  just  like  anyone  else,” 
said  Peter  Maloney,  a  spokes¬ 
person  for  the  Working  Group  on 
Police-Minority  Relations,  in  a 
recent  interview  in  the  Toronto 
Globe  and  Mail.  “This  kind  of 
thing  is  going  to  lead  to  a  serious 
incident  one  of  these  days.” 

The  harassment  has  not  been 
limited  to  any  one  part  of  the  To¬ 
ronto  community,  but  has  victim¬ 
ized  businesspeople,  radical  acti¬ 
vists,  and  closeted  clients  of  the 
city’s  baths  and  bars  alike.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Body  Politic  collective 
member  Paul  Trollope,  the  ha¬ 
rassment  reflects  “the  growth  of 
the  police  in  Canada  into  a  power 
unto  themselves,  who’ve  long  for¬ 
gotten  that  they’re  supposed  to  be 
public  servants,  under  the  control 
of  elected  political  leaders.” 


The  current  campaign  of  ha¬ 
rassment  dates  back  to  December, 
1977,  when  the  “Project  P  (as  in 
Pornography)”  section  of  the 
Toronto  Police  Force  launched 
their  well-publicized  raid  on  the 
office  of  The  Body  Politic  (TBP), 
the  Canadian  gay  movement 
newspaper.  Using  the  pretext  of 
charging  that  an  article  on  inter- 
generational  sex  was  obscene,  the 
police  searched  all  the  paper’s  files 
and  carted  away  ten  boxes  of  old 
subscription  lists,  ads,  corres¬ 
pondence,  and  unpublished 
manuscripts. 

After  14  months  of  reconstruct¬ 
ing  old  files,  organizing  support 
work,  and  raising  more  than 
$30,000  to  meet  legal  costs,  TBP 
was  found  not  guilty  by  a  Provin¬ 
cial  Court  judge  on  Feb.  14,  1979. 
Shortly  thereafter,  however,  Roy 
McMurty,  the  Attorney  General 
of  Ontario,  announced  that  he 
would  appeal  the  decision,  which 
many  interpret  as  an  attempt  to 
bankrupt  the  paper.  None  of  the 
documents  seized  in  the  raid  were 
used  in  the  trial,  but  the  police 
have  refused  to  return  them, 
claiming  they  might  need  to  use 
them  in  the  second  trial. 

On  Dec.  9,  1977,  shortly  before 
the  Body  Politic  case  went  to  trial, 
police  made  an  early-morning  raid 
on  the  Barracks,  a  gay  steambath. 
Twenty-eight  men  were  charged, 
23  for  being  “found-ins  in  a 
common  bawdy  house,”  and  five 
for  “keeping”  such  a  house.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  eyewitnesses,  police 
disregarded  the  staff’s  offer  to 
open  all  the  rooms,  and  instead 
used  hammers  and  crowbars  to 
smash  in  doors  and  open  lockers. 
They  seized  the  full  membership 
list  of  800  names,  and  only  days 
later,  Sgt.  Gary  Donovan  notified 
three  school  boards  that  teachers 
in  their  employ  had  been  caught  in 
the  raid. 

Many  activists  saw  the  raid  as 
“timed  by  the  police  to  cause  a 
public  scandal  right  before  the 
Body  Politic  trial,”  according  to 
Jerald  Moldenhauer,  the  owner  of 
Toronto’s  Glad  Day  Gay  Book¬ 
shop  who  recently  opened  a 


second  shop  in  Boston.  Molden¬ 
hauer  described  the  Barracks  as  a 
“low-profile,  S&M  leather  steam- 
bath,”  selected  by  the  police  be¬ 
cause  of  the  paraphernalia  they 
could  confiscate  and  parade 
before  the  press. 

Rather  than  scandalizing  the 
public,  however,  the  raid  served  to 
mobilize  an  alliance  of  political 
activists  and  businesspeople,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Trollope.  A  meeting 
organized  last  December  by  the 
Body  Politic  collective  and  the 
Gay  Alliance  Toward  Equality 
was  attended  by  400  people  who 
elected  delegates  to  a  Right  to 
Privacy  Committee,  which  coor¬ 
dinated  the  defense  of  those  men 
charged  in  the  Barracks  raid.  If 
the  steambath  owners  are 
convicted  of  the  “keeping” 
offense,  they  could  be  sentenced 
to  two  years  in  prison. 

Gay  businesspeople  across 
Canada  view  this  raid  as  a  threat 
to  their  right  to  operate  gay  busi¬ 
nesses,  according  to  Trollope,  and 
they  have  contributed  large 
amounts  of  money  to  the  defense 
fund  for  the  “keepers”  and  the 
“found-ins.”  (A  dispute  over  how 
the  money  should  be  divided 
between  the  two  groups  is  also 
brewing  within  the  community, 
and  Trollope  said  the  “found- 
ins,”  all  of  whom  pleaded  not 
guilty,  have  not  yet  effectively  or¬ 
ganized.)  That  case  has  not  yet 
come  to  trial. 

The  Right  to  Privacy  Commit¬ 
tee  charges  that  the  police  have 
also  been  intimidating  patrons  of 
gay  bars.  In  an  appearance  before 
the  Metro  Police  Commission  on 
May  17,  committee  spokesperson 
Peter  Maloney  cited  an  incident 
which  occurred  the  previous 
evening.  He  charged  that  two 
police  officers  had  gone  to 
Dude’s,  a  bar  on  Breadalbane 
Street,  and  taken  two  patrons 
outside  and  frisked  them.  When 
asked  by  a  bar  employee  why  they 
had  removed  the  men,  one 
officer  is  reported  to  have  replied, 
“I  like  your  bar.  I’m  a  queer,  I’m 
a  faggot.”  Trollope,  also  a 
member  of  the  committee,  said 


there  has  been  extensive  police 
harassment  and  entrapment  in  the 
cruising  areas  in  the  parks,  and 
that  the  police  refuse  to  stop 
“gay-bashing”  in  the  downtown 
area.  He  cited  the  failure  of  the 
police  to  break  up  a  crowd  of 
several  hundred  youths  who 
gathered  last  Halloween  to  attack 
gay  men  and  lesbians  leaving  the 
bars.  The  police  have  also  failed 
to  solve  eight  gay  murders  in  the 
Toronto  area. 

It  was  in  the  climate  generated 
by  these  police  actions  that  news 
of  the  anti-gay  article  in  the 
March  issue  of  the  police  associa¬ 
tion  newsletter,  News  and  Views, 
wa  leaked.  Entitled  “The  Homo¬ 
sexual  Fad,”  it  was  written  by 
Staff  Sgt.  Tom  Moclair. 

“Now  that  they  have  become 
arrogant  and  militant,  like  so 
many  other  aberrant  groups,”  he 
wrote,  “now  that  many  of  them 
tell  us  there  is  nothing  wrong  with 
defiling  and  seducing  young  boys 
into  a  ‘homosexual  way  of  life’ 
they  want  the  right  to  distribute 
papers  such  as  The  Body  Politic, 
and  finally  they  want  the  right  to 
adopt  children.  Despite  the  fact 
that  homosexual  acts  are  illegal 
except  in  private  and  under  certain 
circumstances,  some  homosexual 
supporters  contend  that  the  issue 
is  one  of  ‘civil  rights.’ 

“.  .  .  The  real  sin,  the  real  sick¬ 
ness  lies  in  the  acceptance  of  this 
type  of  abnormal  behavior. 

“It  is  time  we  became  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  erosion  of  moral 
principles  in  this  country.  Today 
so  many  of  us  are  adrift  in  a  sea  of 
moral  confusion.  It  is  time  we 
showed  a  little  reverence  for  God, 
and  stopped  glorifying  the 
‘virtues’  of  sick  homosexuals.” 

Other  articles  in  the  newspaper 
went  on  to  attack  blacks,  Jews, 
Catholics,  and  Italians. 

The  response  to  so  wide-ranging 
an  attack  was  swift.  Strongly 
critical  statements  were  issued  by 
the  municipal  party,  ReforMetro, 
the  Board  of  Education  for  the 
city  of  Toronto,  and  the  Ontario 
Human  Rights  Commission.  The 
Toronto  City  Council  voted  to 


deplore  the  police  association  for 
“not  divorcing  itself  from  [the] 
racist  and  bigoted  views” 
published  in  its  newspaper.  In 
response,  both  Police  Chief 
Harold  Adamson  and  Police  As¬ 
sociation  President  Mai  Connolly 
issued  statements  on  March  28, 
apologizing  for  the  Moclair 
article. 

Few  people  in  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  were  satisfied  with  the 
statements.  The  Right  to  Privacy 
Committee  had  met  on  March  20 
and  elected  a  six-person  delega¬ 
tion  to  present  a  list  of  ten 
demands  to  the  Police  Commis¬ 
sion  at  a  hearing  on  April  5.  At 
the  packed  hearing,  delegates  ad¬ 
dressed  a  wide  range  of 
community  concerns  and  called 
for  public  assurances  that  people 
arrested  would  not  have  their 
names  passed  on  to  their  employ¬ 
ers.  They  also  demanded  the 
establishment  of  a  permanent 
liaison  between  the  police  and  the 
community,  affirmative  action 
hiring  by  the  police  of  open  gay 
men  and  lesbians,  and  the  dismis¬ 
sal  of  Sgt.  Gary  Donovan. 

Although  the  delegates  re¬ 
quested  immediate  action,  the 
Commission  said  only  that  it 
would  consider  the  demands  and 
respond  at  a  later  date.  At  a 
meeting  on  May  17,  however,  the 
Commission  again  refused  to 
respond.  “These  are  very 
important  issues,”  said  Commis¬ 
sion  chair  Philip  Givens.  “They 
take  time  to  think  about;  I  don’t 
think  it’s  been  long  at  all.” 

The  Working  Group  on  Police- 
Minority  Relations  disagrees.  It 
has  formally  asked  the  Ontario 
Police  Commission  to  conduct  an 
inquiry  into  the  commissioner’s 
“refusal  or  inability  ...  to  deal  in 
a  serious,  responsible,  and  timely 
manner”  with  the  demands. 
Trollope  accuses  the  Commission 
of  stalling,  saying,  “They’re 
hoping  the  whole  thing  will  blow 
over.” 

The  Commission  has  promised 
to  respond  to  the  ten  demands 
point  by  point  at  a  May  31 
meeting. 
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Dear  GCN, 

I  understand  NGTF’s  concern  that  they  not 
over-extend  their  forces  with  an  “endorsement”  of 
the  March.  But  if,  as  they  say,  cooperation  and 
support  are  what  they  intend  with  regards  to  the 
March,  I  recommend  a  careful  examination  of  the 
implications  of  their  withholding  an  “endorse¬ 
ment.” 

It  seems  the  definition  of  the  NGTr  Board  has 
established  for  “endorsement”  can'  help  but  lead 
to  misconstruing  their  position  on  the  March.  Fur¬ 
thermore,  I  feel  that  the  inevitable  effect  of  that 
unfortunate  misinterpretation  is  to  discourage 
support  for  and  involvement  in  the  March,  rein¬ 
forcing  division  and  isolation  in  the  gay  commun¬ 
ity,  and  may  ultimately  result  in  a  humiliating  set¬ 
back  for  us  all. 

I’ve  heard  and  have  read  many  people’s  objec¬ 
tions  to  the  March.  And  I  respeci  theadvicc  of  those 
who  contend  that  a  strong  effort  should  be  made 
to  push  legislation  protecting  our  rights.  We  must 
understand,  however,  that  the  two  basic  ranks  of 
the  movement — those  who  focus  on  the  internal 
functions  of  business,  schools  and  the  government 
of  powerful,  positive  media — cannot  function  one 
without  the  other. 

I  am  deeply  afraid  that  if  we  cannot  eliminate 
the  pall  of  negativity  that  continues  to  plague  our 
organzing  effort,  our  march  will  end  in  disaster. 
The  “Right”  will  be  seen  as  victorious  in  their 
battle  against  us,  setting  up  a  downward  spiral  for 
the  gay  movement.  Recriminations  will  multiply  in 
the  wake  of  our  defeat  and  Gay  Liberation  will  be 
the  victim.  An  admittedly  dismal  scenario  for  the 
movement  that  I  hope  will  not  come  to  pass,  but  as 
we  are  undeinably  at  an  exceptionally  vulnerable 
period  in  our  history,  unless  we  can  come  to  a 
healthy  respect  of  our  differences  and  commit  our¬ 
selves  to  this  timely  offensive  at  the  same  time,  the 
worst  may  come  to  pass. 

It  is  in  this  spirit  of  grave  concern  that  I  feel  I 
have  no  other  choice  than  to  ask  either  for  NGTF’s 
(redefined)  endorsement  of  the  March  or  for  my 
resignation  from  NGTF,  an  organization  that  I 
believe(d)  to  have  the  best  interests  of  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  at  heart.

Dear  GCN: 

San  Francisco’s  long  night  of  the  soul  is  not 
over.  The  decision  of  the  jury  in  the  Dan  White 
trial  has  seen  to  that:  it  has  legitimized  terror  in 
that  unhappy  city.  Since  justice  was  not  done  in 
the  courts,  the  jury  must  bear  responsibility  for 
justice  being  done  out  of  court,  and  for  it  being 
sought  in  destructive  activities,  as  we  saw  the  night 
the  verdict  was  announced. 

The  jury  seems  to  have  agreed  that  murder  is 
wrong,  unless  you  are  mad,  and  Dan  White  was 
mad.  And  depressed.  He  didn’t  mean  to  do  it. 
There  was  no  premeditation,  the  foreman  said 
later. 

What  the  hell  did  he  carry  a  gun  for?  Why  the 
bullets?  Why  the  extra  bullets?  Why  the  illegal 
hollow  pointed  bullets?  If  his  motives  in  carrying  a 
deadly  weapon  and  illegal  and  inhumane  bullets 
were  so  pure  why  didn’t  he  enter  City  Hall  like 
everyone  else  —  through  the  door?  Might  he  have 
been  afraid  the  metal  detectors  there  would  spoil 
his  plans?  That  might  be  why  he  sneaked  in 
through  a  basement  window. 

The  disagreement  between  Dan  White  and  the 
Mayor  and  Supervisor  was  of  the  most  ordinary 
kind.  Not  over  earthshaking  issues  which  one 
could  predict  would  provoke  passions.  In  a 
country  run  by  law,  this  method  of  handling 
politics,  by  violence,  strikes  at  the  stability  of 
government.  The  jury  has  given  a  license  to  every 
depressed,  or  financially  pressed,  or  vindictive 
person  around,  to  take  out  their  spleen  on  an 
elected  official.  Who  is  next?  Mayor  Feinstein? 
Harry  Britt? 

The  blood  of  George  Moscone  and  Harvey  Milk 
is  on  the  hands  of  the  members  of  that  jury,  they 
have  made  themselves  accomplices  to  cold  blooded 
murder,  in  broad  daylight,  by  Dan  White.

In  response  to  the  recent  article  in  “Speaking 
Out”  written  by  John  Mehring  of  Norman,  Okla¬ 
homa,  we,  the  co-chairpersons  of  Oklahomans  for 
Human  Rights  (OHR)  feel  it  necessary  to 
denounce  several  uninformed  and  untrue  state¬ 
ments  relating  to  OHR  and  its  officers. 

Mehring  demonstrated  his  lack  of  knowledge  of 
the  OHR  organizational  structure  when  he  stated 
that  Bill  Rogers  was  the  “director”  and  “is  clearly 
in  complete  control”  of  the  organization.  Bill 
Rogers  is,  in  fact,  the  duly  elected  Chairperson  of 
the  board  of  trustees  and  we,  the  writers,  are  the 
elected  co-vice-chairpersons.  All  of  the  officers 
were  elected  by  the  general  membership  of  OHR 
rather  than  appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees  as 
claimed  by  Mehring.  Board  members  are  also 
elected  by  the  membership  at  large. 

Bill  Rogers  was  portrayed  as  a  very  wealthy 
lawyer  who  “keeps  his  black  servants  in  livery.” 
Bill  is  a  successful  attorney,  but  does  not  keep 
black  servants  in  livery.  We  consider  that  such 
statements  regarding  the  life-style  of  a  person, 
with  no  basis  of  truth,  are  deplorable. 

It  is  obviously  paradoxical  to  speak  of  a  group 
like  OHR  as  being  closeted  as  did  Mehring.  The 
simple  act  of  joining  such  an  organization  demon¬ 
strates  the  individual’s  desire  to  make  a  <'ommit- 
ment  to  activi  participr.  ing  in  gav  awareness  and 
gay  rights.  Althougii  wt  no  noi  feel  obliged  to 
“come  out”  for  anyone,  as  that  is  an  individual 
and  personal  quest,  and  although  our  method¬ 
ology  is  different  from  that  obviously  subscribed 
to  by  Mr.  Mehring,  we  are  dedicated  to  the  rights 
of  all  gays  whose  unified  goal  is  to  be  free  of 
society’s  oppression. 

The  description  of  OHR  members  as  consisting 
of  “overwhelmingly  male,  while,  conservative, 
and  well-off”  professionals  is  further  indicationof 
Mr.  Mehring’s  false  assessment.  OHR 
membership  is  open  to  all  interested  gays,  and,  in 
fact,  consists  of  members  of  all  socio-economic 
levels,  both  sexes,  various  ethnic  persons,  and 
those  with  an  array  of  political  positions.  We  do 
not,  however,  consider  any  of  these  factors  to  be 
important  criterion  for  membership  in  OHR  or  the 
Gay  movement  at  large. 

We  have  a  great  deal  of  respect  for  the  contribu¬ 
tions  of  Jean  O’Leary  and  Bruce  Voeller,  nation¬ 
ally,  and  Bill  Rogers,  locally,  to  gay  pride  and 
social  and  political  progress  which  has  been  and  is 
beneficial  to  our  entire  society.  We  also  want  to 
acknowledge  our  appreciation  to  Nancy  Walker 
and  her  most  valid  response  to  Mr.  Mehring’s 
abusive  remarks  directed  toward  NGTF,  Bruce 
and  Jean. 

We  find  it  unfortunate  that  energies  must  be 
directed  toward  the  defense  of  organizations  and 
people  who  are  working  sincerely  in  a  positive  dir¬ 
ection  when  efforts  would  be  better  spent  in  uni¬ 
fied,  constructive  activity  toward  our  common 
goals  despite  our  minor  differences.

From  the  Grass  Roots 
We  Will  March 

By  Scott  Tucker  and  Larry  Gross 

We  are  members  of  both  the  National  Gay  Task  Force  and  of  the  Gay  Rights  National 
Lobby,  and  we  deplore  the  failure  of  both  these  organizations  to  endorse  the  March  on 
Washington  for  Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights.  We  will  not  be  renewing  our  $30  Household 
Membership  in  NGTF  this  July;  our  $20  Regular  Membership  in  GRNL  will  expire  in  about  a 
year,  and  we’re  not  sure  we’ll  be  able  to  renew  that  membership  either.  Respectability  and 
professionalism  are  fine  things,  but  unless  they  are  buttressed  by  grass-roots  militance  they 
can  be  ignored.  We  believe  that  both  NGTF  and  GRNL  have  blundered  badly,  and  their 
blunder  will  cost  them  our  $50.  We’ll  invest  it  in  the  March  instead. 

Washington  is  not  a  village  in  a  vacuum,  is  not  an  isle  in  the  South  Seas,  is  not  the  special 
province  of  GRNL:  it  is  the  nation’s  capital,  and  “unprofessional”  gays  will  make  a  historic 
showing  there  on  October  14.  Unless  NGTF  and  GRNL  endorse  the  March  soon  and 
sincerely,  rather  than  at  the  eleventh  hour  and  out  of  disgraced  opportunism,  we  think  it’s 
only  fair  that  members  of  thejr  respective  central  committees  be  conspicuously  absent  from 
the  podium,  their  absence  and  silence  will  speak  and  witness  for  them  on  October  14  better 
than  their  newsletters  have  yet  or  are  likely  to  in  the  future. 

NGTF  pleads  that  “with  our  limited  resources  .  .  .  NGTF  is  not  now  in  a  position  to 
endorse  the  March.”  Really?  We  were  under  the  illusion  that  our  $30  would  be  used  by  a 
national  gay  organization  to  support  national  gay  initiatives  like  the  March.  We  are  disillu¬ 
sioned,  thank  you. 

Though  NGTF  pays  lip-service  to  grass-roots  activism,  we  suspect  that  its  opposition  to 
the  March  stems  from  the  fact  that  the  March  is  a  real  grass-roots  action  over  which  NGTF 
had  little  control.  We  understand  fully  that  organizations  like  NGTF  and  GRNL  could  never 
officially  endorse  grass-roots  actions  like  Stonewall  or  the  recent  uprising  in  Frisco:  yet 
without  such  actions  these  organizations  would  be  paper  lions.  Surely  the  March  is  not  such 
dynamite. 

Perhaps,  on  the  contrary,  it  is  dynamite.  It  is  already  bringing  into  being  a  real  national 
network  of  gay  groups  and  individuals,  a  network  which  has  excellent  chances  of  surviving  the 
March  itself  and  of  becoming  a  more  vital,  democratic  and  efficient  organization  than  either 
NGTF  or  GRNL.  We  were  recently  in  the  office  of  the  Coalition  for  Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights 
in  New  York:  CLGR  has  been  contacted  by  Honolulu  and  Anchorage  and  by  little  towns 
throughout  the  country,  by  feminist  and  Third  world  groups,  by  the  whole  spectrum  of  gay 
constituencies.  “It’s  time”:  that  has  been  the  strong  response  from  folks  of  all  fifty  states. 
NGTF  and  GRNL  don’t  think  its  time  yet. 

Onemyth  about  the  Philadelphia  planning  conference  is  that  it  was  New  York  and  San 
Francisco  twisting  the  arms  of  Washington  and  Philadelphia.  It  just  ain’t  so:  the  conference 
would  never  have  happened  in  Philly  had  may  of  us  here  not  put  time  and  energy  into  making 
it  happen,  and  then  voting  to  March.  And  when  the  March  itself  happens,  ask  around  and  see 
if  there  aren’t  many  Washingtonians  present:  not,  to  be  sure,  Steve  Endean  (Executive  Direc¬ 
tor  of  GRNL).

An  item  from  the  Police  Reports  published  in  the  New  Orleans  Times-Picayune  on 
Friday,  May  11, 1979:. 

Dean  A.  Haynes,  26,  and  Dennis  Melbason,  46,  were  arrested  after  they  allegedly  appeared  at  their 
front  door  in  the  nude  and  “paraded  around”  the  front  porch  in  full  view  of  persons  in  the  area, 
including  students  at  Charles  J.  Colton  Junior  High  School  about  10: 15  a.m.  Thursday. 

Dimid  (a.k.a.  Dean  A.  Hayes)  and  Dennis  were  taken  to  Central  Lockup  and  booked 
under  a  Louisiana  state  statute:  Obscenity  (exposing  the  person).  Contrary  to  usual  pro¬ 
cedure,  their  cases  were  separated.  No  lawyer  came  to  their  assistance.  Dennis  was  singled  out 
and  forced  to  declare  himself  a  “homosexual.”  The  arrest  had  occurred  at  1:15  Thursday 
afternoon.  Stacy  was  able  to  bail  Dimid  out  at  midnight. Dennis  was  held  in  solitary  until  9:30 
Friday  morning,  even  though  Stacy  had  paid  his  bail  at  5:30  a.m. 

Every  two  weeks,  on  Thursday  mornings,  la  Casa  Maricon  receives  a  delivery  of  bottled 
drinking  water.  That  Thursday  morning  Dennis  staggered  out  of  bed  into  the  hallway  at  9:30 
a.m. (note  time  discrepancy)  and  opened  the  front  door  for  the  waterman.  He  then  staggered 
back  down  the  long  hallway  into  the  community  room  to  search  for  the  checkbook  and  a 
robe.  In  the  meantime  Stacy  was  awake  and  went  out  onto  the  front  porch  in  bright  blue  satin 
jogging  shorts  to  see  what  was  happening  and  to  check  the  mailbox.  The  waterman  collected 
his  check  and  left.  Dimid  slept  through  it  all  and  Aurora  had  been  at  work  since  8:30  a.m. 

The  day  began  typically.  Stacy  went  downtown  to  make  a  bank  deposit  and  Dennis  went 
back  to  write  a  long  overdue  letter.  Dimid  watered  the  plants  and  was  doing  some  rearranging 
of  his  space  when  the  front  door  began  to  be  pounded  upon.  He  slipped  on  some  cutoffs. 
Dennis  had  forgotten  to  relock  the  door  earlier,  so  by  the  time  Dimid  got  into  the  front 
hallway  he  was  greeted  by  ten  cops.  Dimid  was  forced  outside  onto  the  front  porch.  On  the 
street  there  stood  a  black  woman  and  a  black  man  surrounded  by  white  cops.  She  said, 
“That’s  him.”  Immediately  Dimid  was  arrested  and  handcuffed  behind  his  back.  He  was 
nude  and  was  arrested  immediately.  By  the  time  he  was  allowed  to  get  dressed  and  taken  onto 
the  front  porch,  the  woman  had  gone.  Dennis  was  never  identified  (though  the  woman  told 
the  cops  that  there  was  “an  older  one”  inside),  and  Dimid  was  falsely  identified. 

Friday  was  spent  locating  a  lawyer  who  would  take  our  case  and  making  phone  calls  to 
everyone  we  could  think  of.  The  rest  of  the  week  was  spent  in  our  usual  manner:  going  to 
work;  attending  community  meetings;  arranging  for  a  concert  for  Charlie  Murphy  and  Chris 
Tanner  in  connection  with  the  New  Orleans  GayFest  celebration  June  29-July  1;  working  on 
organizing  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Arkansas  for  the  Gay  March  on  Washington  Oct.  14; 
trying  to  keep  up  with  our  correspondence;  battling  Impact ,  our  local  gay  paper,  because  the 
publisher  censors  our  Pink  Triangle  Alliance  (PTA)  column;  doing  childcare  for  a  Meg 
Christian  concert;  trying  to  find  time  to  dance  among  ourselves.  Only  that  week  we  added 
seeing  our  lawyers  to  our  Dance  Card  of  activities. 

By  Thursday  afternoon,  May  17,  our  Dance  Card  was  full  of  things  to  talk  about.  We 
circled  on  the  patio  about  12:30.  By  a  Goddess-sent  stroke  of  intuition.Aurora  had  on  cutoffs. 
Dimid,  Stacy,  and  Dennis  were  nude.  At  exactly  1:15  p.m.,  a  week  to  the  hour,  two  cops 
walked  into  our  backyard  and  arrested  us  on  a  municipal  charge  of  Lewd  Conduct.  Aurora, 
who  was  not  arrested,  was  told  to  go  in  the  house  and  get  us  shorts.  Dimid,  Stacy,  and  Dennis 
were  handcuffed  in  the  usual  manner  and  taken  to  a  police  car.  Fifteen  minutes  passed  while 
the  cops  knocked  on  nieghbors’  doors  in  order  to  find  someone  to  lodge  a  complaint.  The 
name  of  an  Hispanic  woman  who  speaks  no  English  was  filed  as  our  complaintant.  Her 


Another  myth  is  that  the  March  has  no  clear  focus.  Have  NGTF  and  GRNL  become 
totally  myopic?  The  focus  is  manifold,  not  single.  One:  a  historic  national  gay  march,  the  first 
of  its  kind.  Two:  the  process  leading  up  to  the  March  has  been  one  in  which  mistakes  have 
been  acknowledged  and  which  has  become  increasingly  democratic.  A  true  national  network  is 
being  forged.  Three:  full  legal  and  social  rights  for  lesbian  and  gay  men.  Four:  As  the 
Rochester  Gay  Task  Force  responded  to  NGTF,  “To  your  objection  that  the  march  will  be 
draining  energy  and  funds,  we  can  only  say  that  the  March  will  be  draining  energy  and  funds, 
we  can  only  say  that  the  March  has  the  potential  to  generate  more  energy  and  money  than  we 
have  until  now  been  able  to  muster.” 

Whatever  damage  the  non-nedorsements  of  NGTF  and  GRNL  may  have  done  to  the 
March,  we  will  overcome  by  working  that  much  harder;  we  believe  both  organizations  have 
done  themselves  more  damage  than  to  anyone  else,  and  have  in  addition  done  much  good  for 
us  all.  But  we  draw  the  line  here  as  individuals:  NGTF  and  GRNL  have  become  drains  on  our 
energy  and  resources,  and  we  hope  to  see  the  rest  of  you  in  D.C  on  October  14.

daughter  told  Dimid  later  that  her  mother  had  understood  nothing  of  what  had  been  said  to 
her.  The  cops  got  the  name  off  the  mailbox. 

In  the  squad  car  on  the  way  to  Central  Lockup  Dimid,  Stacy  and  Dennis  were  told  that 
“We’re  gonna  keep  coming  back  until  they  lock  you  perverts  up  forever.”  Repeating  the 
pattern  of  the  week  before,  Dennis  was  separated  from  Stacy  and  Dimid.  Our  lawyer  got  a 
judge  to  sign  us  out  on  recognizance.  The  order  was  signed  at  4: 1 5  p. m.Dimid  and  Stacy  were 
released  at  4:30.  Dennis  was  not  released  until  6:00.  At  the  arraignment  hearing  on  Friday, 
May  18,  our  lawyer  was  told  by  the  City  Attorney  that  charges  would  be  dropped  if  we  were 
not  arrested  again  before  the  trial  date,  which  was  set  for  August  23. For  the  nextthree months 
la  Casa  maricon  will  be  under  police  surveillance. 

There  is  a  strong  and  growing  feeling  among  ourselves  and  in  the  Women’s  community 
that  we  are  obvious  victims  of  political  harassment.  The  Pink  Triangle  Alliance,  our  political 
face  in  New  Orleans,  is  an  outfront  Sissie  presence  at  women’s  rallies  and  events.  Because  of 
this,  and  because  we  protest  the  racism,  sexism  and  ageism  of  certain  gay  bars,  we  are  under 
attack  from  some  of  the  gaymale  community.  Impact,  for  example,  has  refused  to  let  us  use 
the  words  “sissie”  or  “faggot”  in  our  column,  and  censors  our  responses  to  criticism  from 
other  gay  organizations.  PTA  is  also  an  outspoken  critic  of  James  C.  Parsons,  the  Superin- 
tendant  of  Police.  And  now  we  have  been  forced  to  deal  with  the  homophobia  of  the  5th 
District  Police  Department. 

Dimid  and  Dennis  are  in  particular  danger  right  now  because  of  the  second  bust.  At  any 
moment  the  police  can  go  to  the  District  Attorney  and  ask  that  he  have  their  bail  ($150  each) 
revoked,  which  would  mean  they  would  go  to  Parish  Prison  for  Dimid  or  the  House  of 
Detention  (9th  tier,  the  Queer  Tank)  for  Dennis.  Or  their  bail  could  be  increased.  This  Update 
is  being  written  from  a  house  somewhere  in  New  Orleans  where  Dimid  and  Dennis  are  staying 
until  we  learn  what  action  the  D.  A.  is  going  to  take. 

This  is  not  a  formal  plea  for  funds.  But  that  may  come.  Nor  is  it  a  warning  that  we  may 
appear  on  some  of  yourdoorsteps  seeking  sanctuary.  But  that  may  come  too.  We  will  try  to 
keep  you  informed  of  what’s  happening.  If  for  any  reason,  after  repeated  tries,  you  cannot 
make  contact  with  us  by  letter  or  phone,  our  lawyer’s  name  is:  James  Derbes  (off:  1-504-522- 
8706)  home:  1-504-522-3997).  The  phone  number  of  la  Casa  Maricon  is  1-504-943-2081 .  Or 
call  1-504-482-7775  for  a  local  contact  who  will  have  the  latest  information. Identify yourselt 
quearly  and  assume  the  phone  is  bugged.  Paranoia  is  valid  and  heightened  reality. 

We  need  your  support  and  energy.  Notify  your  local  gay  media.  Spread  the  word  in  your 
gay  community.  Our  only  hope  for  survival  is  letting  large  numbers  of  gay  people  know  what’s 
happening.  Be  strong.  Love  each  other.  We  are  all  special.

receive  after  murdering  two 
people.  They  also  pointed  out  that 
the  anger  that  gay  men  and  les¬ 
bians  feel  is  justified  and  should 
be  constructively  channeled. 
Young  emphasized  a  need  to  move 
away  from  the  role  of  “the  other” 
and  to  double  our  efforts  at  com¬ 
municating  so  that  we  will  no 
longer  be  alienated  and  dehuman¬ 
ized. 

Maguire  emphasized  the  need  to 
get  heterosexuals  to  examine  the 
issues  and  to  recognize  inequities. 
While  she  suggested  ways  in  which 
this  could  be  done,  particularly  in 
regard  to  legislation,  her  message 
was  to  avoid  adopting  the  same 
sick  attitudes  prevalent  in  society 
today  and  for  “.  .  .  faggotfs]  and 
dyke[s]  to  work  together.  .  .  .” 

The  greatest  controversy  of  the 
evening  was  generated  by  the  final 
speaker,  Jim  Foster,  who  pointed 
out  that  gays  have  a  right  to  be 
proud.  “In  spite  of  the  beatings, 
the  killings,  the  rapes,  the  concen¬ 
tration  camps,  we  still  are 
[proud],”  he  said.  The  killings  of 
Milk  and  Moscone,  Foster  ex¬ 
plained,  could  be  seen  as  another 
attempt  to  destroy  gay  people.  He 
went  on  to  say,  “These  actions 
[the  demonstrations  and  violence 
in  San  Francisco]  violated 
Harvey’s  last  wishes  that  in  the 
event  of  his  murder  there  be  no 
demonstrations  ...  no  violence. 
His  message  was  very  clear.  To 
come  out,  to  tell  our  families  and 
friends  .  .  .”  As  Foster  attempted 
to  continue  in  this  vein,  hissing 
was  heard  throughout  the  crowd. 
Vocal  reactions  became  more  fre¬ 
quent  with  demonstrators 
shouting,  “Fight  Back.”  Foster 
attempted  to  talk  over  the  pro¬ 
testors:  “The  burning  of  one  more 
police  car,  the  smashing  of  one 


more  window  has  nowhere  near 
the  power  of  these  words:  ‘I’m 
gay  and  I  love  you’.”  The  dis¬ 
agreement  from  individuals  in  the 
audience  became  more  pro¬ 
nounced.  Shouts  of  defiance  and 
militance  were  heard.  Others 
began  shouting,  “Let  him  speak” 
as  Foster  attempted  to  continue 
over  the  din.  Eventually,  Foster 
stepped  away  from  the  micro¬ 
phone  until  the  shouting  died 
down.  He  then  finished  his  speech 
with  the  protests  continuing,  but 
muted. 

The  rally  ended  with  the  placing 
of  flowers  and  candles  on  the 
coffin  carried  by  the  marchers.  As 
many  sang  “We  Shall 
Overcome,”  a  lone  individual 
sang  “We  ain’t  gonna  let  no  Dan 
White  shoot  us  down  .  .  .” 

New  York 

Pastor  Paul  Abels  welcomed 
the  people,  and  Eleanor  Cooper,  a 
CLGR  spokesperson,  introduced 
speakers. 

Andy  Humm,  speaking 
passionately,  said,  “if  Dan  White 
was  Dan  Black  or  Dan  Puerto 
Rican,  he  would  have  gone  to  the 
electric  chair,  but  white  males  can 
kill  anyone  they  want,  especially 
faggots  and  faggot  lovers.” 

Jeanette  Gray,  co-chair  of  the 
Christopher  Street  Liberation  Day 
Committee,  remarked  that,  “The 


hunting  season  is  always  open 
when  homosexuals  are  the  game.” 

Charles  Brydon,  the  new  co¬ 
executive  director  of  the  National 
Gay  Task  Force,  called  the  verdict 
“a  travesty  and  an  outrage.” 
When  Brydon  said,  “While  I 
deplore  the  violence  that  occurred 
Monday  evening,”  he  was 
immediately  silenced  by  an  out¬ 
break  of  booing  and  stomping 
feet.  A  repeating  chant  of  “They 
say  get  back,  we  say  fight  back” 
filled  the  room. 

Eleanor  Cooper  helped  restore 
order  so  that  Brydon  could 
continue.  He  resumed  speaking: 
“The  maximum  8-year  prison 
term  is  intolerable  when  gays  face 
prison  terms  of  10  years  for  sod¬ 
omy.”  Brydon  later  said,  “As  we 
become  more  visible,  the  disease 
of  homophobia  will  become  more 
visible.” 

Shortly  after  10  p.m.,  Rev. 
Abels  announced  that  there  was  a 
bomb  threat  and  that  the  church 
would  have  to  be  evacuated  while 
police  searched  the  premises. 
Nothing  suspicious  was  found, 
and  the  crowd  returned  inside 
from  the  rain  for  concluding 
speeches. 

A  mood  of  anger  and  militancy 
prevailed  throughout  the  evening. 
People  were  urged  to  channel 
these  feelings  into  building  the 
October  14  National  March  on 
Washington.

Lt.  William  J.  Bratton  of  District 
Four  said  that  his  officers  have 
been  routinely  citing  businesses  in 
the  district  having  “entertain¬ 
ment”  but  have  not,  to  date,  cited 
the  Greyhound  Bus  Terminal 
(which  has  coin-operated  televi¬ 
sion  sets  available  all  night)  or 
such  restaurants  as  Ken’s,  which 
have  background  music.  Det.  Sgt. 
Edward  Simmons  of  District  One 
said,  “We’re  doing  the  best  we 
can  to  enforce  it,  impartially  and 
fairly.”  Deputy  Police  Supt.  An¬ 
thony  J.LeonesaidonMay  24  that 
the  intention  of  the  law,  as  he  un¬ 
derstood  it,  was  to  control  nuis¬ 
ance  operations  —  like  the  places 
in  Bay  Village. 

“The  problem  is  that  everyone 
has  his  own  goddamn  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  it,”  said  Robin  MacCor- 
mack,  the  city’s  liaison  with  the 
gay  community,  who  has  devoted 
a  considerable  amount  of  time  to 
investigating  the  effects  of  the  or¬ 
dinance  on  gay  businesses. 

One  effect  of  the  ordinances 
was  felt  at  about  four  o’clock  on 
the  morning  of  May  26  at  the 
Regency  Baths  downtown  —  less 
than  30  hours  after  Leone  had  ex¬ 
plained  the  new  law’s  intention  to 
Jim  Mitchell,  proprietor  of  the 
Regency.  A  crew  of  two  plain¬ 
clothes  detectives  and  three  uni¬ 
formed  officers  banged  on  the 
buzzer-locked  door  until  Mitchell 
(who  had  posted  a  copy  of  the 
new  ordinance  in  the  lobby)  let 
them  in.  The  radio  had  been  shut 
off  at  2  o’clock,  along  with  the 
television.  That  did  not  satisfy 
Sgt.  Brendan  Bradley,  who  in¬ 
sisted  on  keeping  his  walkie-talkie 
on  high  volume,  waking  up  many 
of  the  customers.  Only  Bradley’s 
voice  was  louder. 

He  demanded  to  see  the  Regen¬ 
cy's  license  and,  when  Mitchell  in¬ 
vited  him  into  his  office,  Bradley 
said,  “I’m  not  sure  I  want  to  go  in 
there.”  The  quintet  then  took  a 
five-minute  tour  of  the  club. 
Bradley  continued  to  yell  at 
Mitchell,  asserting  that  he  needed 
a  license  for  the  one  inoperative 
pinball  machine  (not  true,  accord¬ 
ing  to  City  Hall  sources),  and  for 


the  sale  of  food.  He  asked  if  there 
were  “any  gay  cops”  who  belong 
to  the  Regency  and  Mitchell  said  it 
was  none  of  his  business.  Brad¬ 
ley’s  booming  voice  and  cacapho- 
nous  radio  convinced  12  custo¬ 
mers  to  get  dressed  and  leave  — 
fearing  (wrongly)  that  the  place 
was  about  to  be  raided.  He  stuck  a 
bright  flashlight  over  a  room  par¬ 
tition  where  a  petrified  patron  had 
just  woken  up. 

After  15  minutes,  Bradley  left. 
Mitchell  walked  to  the  door  with 
Bradley  and  the  other  officers.  (It 
was  later  learned  that  the  officers 
never  even  filed  an  official  report 
with  their  superiors  about  the  in¬ 
spection,  as  required). 

GCN  has  since  learned  that 
Bradley  has  a  history  of  person¬ 
ality  problems  at  District  One.  His 
intemperate  outburst  that  scared 
so  many  gay  people  at  the 
Regency  that  night  came  as  no 
surprise  to  those  who  know  him, 
but  it  brings  to  mind  a  central 
question:  How  far  do  the  police 
have  to  go  to  enforce  this  or¬ 
dinance? 

To  shed  some  light  on  this  ques¬ 
tion,  GCN  asked  Police  Supt. 
John  Doyle,  chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Investigative  Services,  and  the 
man  who  has  the  most  say-so  in 
the  police  department  concerning 
the  inspection  of  licensed  prem¬ 
ises.  But  Doyle  was  contradictory 
in  his  response. 

Doyle  said  that  the  ordinance 
will  be  enforced  “fairly  and  im¬ 
partially.”  He  said  that  he  does 
not  think  it’s  overbroad,  because 
“something  is  needed  to  control 
these  places.”  But  Doyle  was 
mildly  surprised  when  informed 
that  the  background  music  in  the 
gay  health  clubs  was  being  af¬ 
fected  by  it.  “That’s  a  bit  much,” 
he  commented. 

“I’m  sure  that  a  certain  amount 
of  common  sense  will  be  used  in 
enforcing  it,”  continued  Doyle. 
He  admitted  that  some  of  his  of¬ 
ficers  may  have  “personal  preju¬ 
dices”  that  get  in  the  way  of 
“impartial  law  enforcement.”  He 
said  he  intends  “to  talk  to  some 
people  about  it.” 


As  usual.  Rep.  Barney  Frank 
has  a  solution  to  this  problem  that 
could  make  it  possible  for  the  City 
Council  to  repeal  its  ill-conceived 
ordinance  without  any  harmful  ef¬ 
fects.  He  had  filed  a  home-rule 
petition  with  the  legislature,  co¬ 
sponsored  by  City  Councillor 
Raymond  Flynn,  that  would  give 
the  Boston  Licensing  Board  the 
power  to  license  “juice  bars”  and 
assess  fines  up  to  $5000  per  day 
for  violators.  Juice  bars  would  be 
regulated  and  legitimate  busi¬ 
nesses  would  not  be  harassed.  The 
bill  is  presently  in  the  Committee 
on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  and 
should  become  law  within  a  few 
weeks. 

“It’s  the  Council’s  fault,  not 
the  police  department’s,”  said 
Frank,  who  opined  that  Ianella 
“must  have  filed  the  ordinance 
without  checking  with  anybody.” 
Kavin  said  that  he  checked  the 
wording  of  the  statute  with  the 
city  Law  Department,  but  Boston 
Licensing  Board  Commissioner 
Jon  C  •  Straight  told  GCN  that  he 
warned  Kavin  that  the  ordinance 
was  “  throwing  the  baby  out  with 
the  bathwater.” 

Although  he  thinks  that  the 
Ianella  ordinance  is  “silly,”  Frank 
wrote  to  Joe  D’Onofrio,  manager 
of  the  Loft  21,  to  tell  him  that  he 
cannot  support  his  establishment 
any  more  because  D’Onofrio  re¬ 
fuses  to  believe  that  his  gay  after- 
hours  club  should  even  consider 
applying  for  a  license.  D’Onofrio 
says  that  the  Loft  21  is  chartered 
by  the  Secretary  of  State’s  office 
and  thus  doesn’t  need  a  license. 

But  Lt.  Bratton  of  District  Four 
said  that  the  Loft  is  “an  illegal 
after-hours  joint”  which  will  be 
visited  every  night  that  it  is  open. 
“The  law  is  there  and  we  have  to 
enforce  it,”  said  Bratton. 

Some  of  the  police  tactics  em¬ 
ployed  at  the  Loft  21,  however, 
have  been  impolite  at  best  and 
Gestapo-like  at  worst.  Officers 
broke  down  the  locked  door  of 
the  women’s  bathroom  one  night, 
only  to  find  a  woman  on  the 
toilet;  they  shined  their  flashlights 
in  every  customer’s  face;  they 
broke  their  own  rules  by  refusing 
to  identify  themselves;  they  made 


anti-gay  remarks  and  pushed  peo¬ 
ple  around.  “They’re  going  to  ge 
more  pressure  until  they  close,” 
said  Bratton.  D’Onofrio,  though, 
countered,  “We  have  no  interest 
in  staying  open  before  2.” 

The  police  are  obligated  to 
enforce  the  law.  But  given  the 
amount  of  disagreement,  even 
among  superior  officers,  concern- 
how  much  discretion  the 


me 


police  are  supposed  to  use„in  en¬ 
forcing  it,  it  would  seem  worth¬ 
while  for  all  parties  concerned  to 
get  together  and  redefine  their 
goals.  Even  the  best  police  depart¬ 


ments  do  not  enforce  every  law  all 
the  way,  all  the  time. 

The  irony  in  all  this  is  that 
Ianella  ran  for  District  Attorney 
last  year  with  strong  backing  from 
the  gay  community  —  including 
Jim  Mitchell.  With  the  help  of  the 
Mass.  Caucus  for  Gay  Legisla¬ 
tion,  Ianella  even  carried  Wards  4 
(South  End)  and  5  (Back  Bay  and 
Beacon  Hill).  He  campaigned  on 
his  respect  for  human  rights  and 
promised  never  to  harass  the  gay 
community  as  ex.-D.A.  Byrne 
did.  But  as  usual,  gays  get  it  more 
than  most.

tween  the  mayor’s  office  and  a 
number  of  constituencies,  to  a 
meeting  between  gay  leaders  and 
police  representatives. 

Several  gay  sources  report  that 
the  Mayor  also  issued  a  statement 
saying  the  police  would  continue 
to  uncover  illegal  activities  but 
condemned  the  use  of  excessive 
force.  The  Mayor’s  office,  how¬ 
ever,  disclaims  knowledge  of  any 
such  statement.  Instead,  contends 
Bob  Saigh,  assistant  press  secret¬ 
ary  to  the  Mayor,  gay  representa¬ 
tives,  who  left  the  meeting  with  th 
police  satisfied  that  they  had 
worked  out  a  compromise,  must 
have  interpreted  mayoral  aide 
Donovan’s  presence  as  tacit 
mayoral  approval.  Saigh  denies 
that  Byrne  issued  any  statement 
on  the  friction  between  gays  and 
police. 

Regardless  of  whether  the 
Mayor  issued  such  a  statement, 
both  gay  sources  and  Saigh  noted 
that  several  times  during  her  cam¬ 
paign  and  at  least  once  since  her 
election,  Byrne  expressed  her  be¬ 
lief  that  sexual  preference  should 
not  serve  as  a  basis  for  discrimina¬ 
tion.  In  a  related  sexual  freedom 
case  in  April,  regarding  rumors 
that  a  female  Byrne  appointee 
slept  out  of  wedlock  with  a  man, 
the  Mayor  told  reporters,  “1  don’t 
know  about  people’s  personal  re¬ 
lationships.  If  I  did  know  them, 
and  if  they’re  qualified,  I  don’t 
think  it’s  my  role  to  find  out 
who’s  moral  and  who’s  not  ...  If 
the  work  is  being  done  and  it’s 
good  work,  it’s  rather  small, 


into  anyone’s  bedroom.” 

Sarah  Craig,  co-editor  of  Gay 
Life,  commented  on  the  apparent 
disparity  between  police  action 
and  the  Mayor’s  opinions.  Craig 
noted  that  the  police  department 
currently  operates  under  an  acting 
superintendent.  She  further  sug¬ 
gested  that  Byrne  has  had  and  will 
continue  to  have  trouble  control¬ 
ling  the  police  until  she  negotiates 
with  the  city’s  Democratic  ma¬ 
chine  for  her  own  appointee  to  the 
police  superintendency. 

Speculation  about  a  runaway 
Vice  Control  Division  (VCD)  in 
the  police  department  is  further 
fueled  by  recent  police  visits  to 
heterosexual  singles  discos.  As 
with  the  gay  bars,  police  entered 
the  straight  discos  under  the  pre¬ 
text  of  fire-code  inspections  and 
I.D.  checks.  However,  no  arrests 
or  beatings  at  straight  establish¬ 
ments  have  been  reported. 

Said  Tony  Lenardi,  a  manager 
at  Carol’s,  “The  uniformed  police 
were  nice.  The  plainclothesmen 
were  the  problem,  the  VCD’s.” 

Beyond  meeting  with  the  police,' 
Chicago  gays  met  on  May  21  to 
plan  a  protest  march  and  rally.  On 
May  25  an  ad  hoc  group,  the  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Action  Committee, 
took  over  coordination  of  the 
march,  publishing  as  march  con- 
cerns  the  police  used  of  entrap¬ 
ment  procedures  and  excessive 
force.  The  march  will  be  held 
Tuesday  June  6  starting  at  6  p.m. 
at  the  Oak  Street  Beach.  Further

TRB:  Rock  Against  Sexism

The  Tom  Robinson  Band  came 
through  Boston  and  New  York 
last  week  on  an  east  coast  wind-up 
of  a  two  month,  33  city  tour  of 
North  America.  Formed  in  early 
1977  by  Tom  Robinson  and 
Danny  Kustow  (who  met  in  what 
“you  could  loosely  describe  as  a 
reform  school”),  the  TRB  strug¬ 
gled  and  played  “anywhere  that 
would  have  us”  with  borrowed  or 
rented  equipment,  gradually 
building  an  audience  in  spite  of 
the  record  companies  that 
wouldn’t  sign  them.  Finally,  with 
packed  houses,  they  couldn’t  be 
ignored  and  their  first  release  “2- 
4-6-8  Motorway”  was  a  hit  in 
Britain. 

Power  in  the  Darkness ,  their 
first  album  (which  included  “Glad 
to  be  Gay”  —  see  GCN,  Vol.  5 
#45  )  has  been  followed  by  TRB 
Two ,  released  to  coincide  with  the 
tour.  It  has  received  a  good  deal 
of  attention  from  some  influential 
rock  radio  stations.  We  looked  up 
Tom  Robinson  because  he  is  up¬ 
front  about  being  gay  and  sings 
about  that  along  with  other  causes 
for  social  change. 

GCN:  The  Tom  Robinson  Band  is 
one  of  the  few  bands  in  the  late 
seventies  that  is  singing  rock  and 
roll  music  that  has  a  message 
that’s  somewhat  radical.  I’m  cur¬ 
ious  to  know  if  you  feel  that  as 
you  become  more  successful  and 
you  get  a  larger  audience,  do  you 
think  that  the  record  companies 
are  going  to  be  agreeable  to  your 
continuing  to  send  these  mes¬ 
sages? 

TR:  Well  it’s  ironic  really.  The 
record  companies  think  that  they 
can  market  protest  quite  effective¬ 
ly  if  they  wrap  it  in  cellophane.  I 
came  up  with  kind  oEa  pop  disco 
tune  and  said,  “Here,  look,  Elton 
John  wrote  the  music  to  this  and 
I’ve  recorded  it  and  can  we  put  it 
out  please?”  They  said,  “No,  be¬ 
cause  at  the  moment  we’re  mar¬ 
keting  your  second  album  which  is 
a  protest  album.  It  would-  lead  to 
product  confusion  amongst  the 
consumers.”  Although  it  doesn’t 
look  that  way,  protest  itself  can  be 
simply  viewed  by  those  people  as  a 
marketing  tack  to  take. 

GCN:  Your  name  has  been  as¬ 
sociated  with  Rock  Against 
Racism.  Would  you  comment  on 
that? 

TR:  My  relationship  to  Rock 
Against  Racism  is  like  Tony  Ben¬ 
nett’s  relationship  to  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  A  lot  of  people  in  Europe 
have  only  heard  of  San  Francisco 
because  Tony  Bennet  left  his  heart 
there.  The  means  by  which  most 
white  musicians  in  rock  and  roll 
earn  their  living  is  by  leeching  on 
ideas  that  black  people  have  cre¬ 
ated.  So  rock  and  racism  are  in¬ 
tegrally  tied  together.  To  make  a 
huge  generalization,  you  could  say 
that  rock  music  is  white  musi¬ 
cians,  on  the  whole,  trying  to  play 
black  people’s  music  and  doing  it 
in  a  white  way.  To  have  white 
musicians  in  Britain  who  say 
they’d  like  to  cut  down  on  immi¬ 
gration  so  they  wouldn’t  have  to 
live  with  so  many  of  “those  dark¬ 
ies”  is  contradictory.  So  Rock 
Against  Racism  was  formed  to 
make  the  opposite  statement, 
which  was  “love  the  music,  love 
the  people.”  Rock  Against  Rac¬ 
ism  USA  is  organizing  a  concert  in 
Chicago  on  June  9  in  Lincoln 
Park  with  largely  local  bands  and 
we’re  going  to  play  there  too.  It’d 
be  nice  to  see  ya. 

GCN:  A  woman  caller  asked  on 
the  radio  interview  you  did  what 
you  though  of  the  concept  of 
Rock  Against  Sexism. 

TR:  Sexism  is  definitely  en¬ 
twined  with  rock  music  probably 
even  more  than  race,  because  it 
draws  on  the  basic  blues  tradition. 


The  whole  Muddy  Waters,  Howl¬ 
ing  Wolf  thing  is  intrinsically  sex¬ 
ist,  ultimately  sexist  and  the  more 
down  to  the  roots  it  goes  the  more 
sexist  it  gets.  Rock  against  sexism 
is  a  very  difficult  proposition.  It’s 
very  hard  to  define  what  non¬ 
sexist  rock  and  roll  is  going  to  be. 
That  whole  machismo  of  the  man 
singer  and  the  submission  of  the 
woman  is  so  much  a  part  of  the 
original  idiom. 

GCN:  Do  you  like  disco? 

TR:  I  like  some  disco.  I  think  that 
the  quality  has  gone  down,  but  I 
remember  three  or  four  years  ago 
I  used  to  listen  to  George  McCrae 
and  even  Barry  White  has  a  few 
good  things  to  be  said  about  him. 
It’s  just  since  you  get  this  mechan¬ 
ized  Donna  Summer  kind  of  shit 
that  I’m  beginning  to  get  sort  of 
depressed  by  it  all.  I  like  Dan 
Hartman,  I  think  he’s  very  good. 
To  say  that  all  disco  is  bad  or  all 
punk  is  good,  that’s  just  full  of 
shit. 

GCN:  Have  you  been  doing  or 
will  you  be  doing  any  concerts 
specifically  for  gay  people? 

TR:  Last  Christmas  eve  we  did  a 
joint  concert  with  Peter  Gabriel. 
He  wrote  the  music  to  “Bully  for 
You.”  Half  of  the  take  went  to 
battered  wives  and  half  went  to 
the  gay  community  in  Northern 
Ireland,  where  you  still  get  life  im¬ 
prisonment  for  being  homosexual 
—  if  you’re  a  man  that  is,  they  still 
ignore  lesbians  —  so  we  sent 
$3,000  to  the  Northern  Ireland 
Gay  Rights  Association.  I  don’t 
perceive  what  the  TRB  is  doing  as 
“gay  music.”  It’s  just  a  rock  and 
roll  band  in  which  one  and  a  half 
members  are  gay  and  therefore 
support  gay  rights  actively  and 
vocally  on  stage.  When  I  get  back 
to  London  at  the  end  of  June 
during  Gay  Pride  Week, I’m  doing 
five  late  evening  concerts  which 
won’t  be  featuring  any  TRB 
material  at  all.  I’ll  be  doing  speci¬ 
fically  gay  songs  for  a  gay  cause, 
for  a  gay  audience,  just  gay  music 
period.  If  any  straights  want  to 
come  and  look  through  the  glass 
they  can, but  it  ain’t  for  them.  I’m 
also  recording  those  shows  live 
and  at  some  point  I’m  hoping  to 
get  it  o”.t  on  a  record.  But  unless 
the  band  had  happened  I  wouldn’t 
have  been  able  to  do  those  con¬ 
certs  and  Pve  always  got  to  keep 
the  band  going  so  that  I  can  then 
have  these  put  on  the  back. 

GCN:  Why  do  you  criticize 
Masters  and  Johnson  in  one  of 
your  songs? 

TR:  Yeah,  well  they  deign  to 
patronize  us.  We’re  in  this  posi¬ 


tion  where  if  anyone  mentions  us 
at  all,  without  putting  us  down, 
we  go  and  lick  arses.  We’re  so 
grateful  for  this  crumb  that’s 
thrown  down  to  us  from  the  great 
heterosexual’s  table.  But,  you 
know,  nobody  puts  down  gay 
people  like  gay  people.  Do  you 
know  that  booklet  With  Down¬ 
cast  Gays?  [ With  Downcast  Gays: 
Aspects  of  Homosexual  Self  Op¬ 
pression.  By  Andrew  Hodges  and 
David  Hutter,  Pink  Triangle 
Press,  Box  639,  Station  A,  Toron¬ 
to,  Ontario,  Canada,  M5W  1G2]  I 
think  it’s  fucking  terrific.  It  nails 
down  so  many  things  we  do,  so 
many  games  we  play.  Would  you 
actually  put  a  plug  in  this  piece  for 
the  thing,  and  tell  where  people 
can  get  it,  because  I  heartily  re¬ 
commend  that  everybody  read  it. 

They  say  that  the  ultimate  op¬ 
pression  that  a  person  can  suffer  is 
to  actually  look  someone  else  in 
the  face  and  say  “I’m  not  op¬ 
pressed.”  I  think  that  probably, 
although  I  may  be  wrong,  fifty 
years  ago,  if  you  went  down  in  the 
deep  south  and  you  stopped  at 
random  a  black  person  on  the 
sidewalk  and  said,  “Excuse  me, 
how  do  white  people  treat  you?” 
that  person  might  say,  “Oh,  white 
folks  is  real  good  to  us,  Sir”  and 
probably  believe  it.  Maybe  I’m 
being  patronizing  and  shouldn’t 
say  that,  but  I’ve  got  a  sneaking 
suspicion  that  might  have  been  the 
case.  Similarly,  you’ve  got  women 
fighting  against  the  Equal  Rights 
Amendment. 

GCN:  Most  gay  people  seem  to 
consider  their  liberation  sufficient 
now  that  they’re  allowed  to  go  to 
the  bars.  They  have  all  the  rights 
they  want  and  now  they  can  sit 
back  and  not  fight  anymore. 
They’re  respectable.  A  lot  of  gay 
people  aren’t  interested,  as  you 
are,  in  extending  the  battle  to 
other  fronts.  Speaking  of  women, 
you  know  a  lot  of  gay  men  don’t 
want  to  talk  about  or  read  about 
women’s  issues  at  all. 

TR:  Well,  they  don’t  perceive 
(singing)  “you  can’t  have  one 
without  the  other.”  You  know,  of 
course,  we  can’t.  We  aren’t  ever 
going  to  get  liberation  until 
women  are  liberated.  If  half  of 
your  whole  fucking  race  is  en¬ 
slaved,  well  “enslave”  is  maybe  a 
preachy  kind  of  word,  but  you 
know  what  I  mean. 

GCN:  An  interesting  thing  hap¬ 
pened  the  other  night.  There  was  a 
demonstration  about  the  Dan 
White  verdict.  The  last  speaker 
was  a  man  who  got  up  and  said 
that  we  all  have  to  control  our¬ 


selves  and  be  strong.  That  we 
shouldn’t  be  violent.  There  were  a 
lot  of  people  in  the  crowd  who 
were  very  angry  and  didn’t  care 
whose  window  it  was,  they  were 
mad  and  they  wanted  to  hit  it. 
How  do  you  feel  about  members 
of  the  gay  community  who  tell  us 
that  we  have  to  sit  back  and  relax 
and  wait  for  our  rights? 

TR:  Nobody’s  rights  were  ever 
handed  to  them  on  a  plate. 
Women’s  rights,  black  rights, 
you’ve  got  to  wrest  your  rights  or 
your  power  away  from  them.  If 
they’re  sitting  on  you,  they’re  not 
going  to  get  off  just  because  you 
say  “Please.”  Women  had  to  die 
in  Britain  to  get  the  vote.  They 
had  to  throw  themselves  under 
racehorses,  chain  themselves  to 
railings,  go  to  prison.  This  was 
not  just  any  woman,  they  had 
members  of  the  aristocracy  doing 
it.  They  had  to  do  it,  to  fucking 
fight.  Nobody  ever  said  that  it  was 
easy. 

GCN:  What  was  your  reaction  to 
the  Dan  White  verdict? 

TR:  My  reaction  was  not  half  as 
enraged  as  when  I  heard  about  a 
young  woman  in  Florida  who  was 
convicted  of  stealing  five  dollars 
and  got  fifteen  years  in  prison  and 
was  raped  by  a  prison  guard  while 
she  was  in  custody.  She  was  preg¬ 
nant  and  then  she  was  told  she 
would  have  her  kid  taken  away 
from  her.  It  just  pales  into  insig¬ 
nificance  compared  to  that.  I’d 
rather  see  less  injustice  in  Florida 
than  fight  for  more  revenge  in  the 
Dan  White  case  .  .  . 

There’s  an  area  that  I’m  really 
concerned  about  and  where  I 
direct  most  of  my  energies.  I  don’t 
know  quite  what  the  statistics  are 
here,  but  I  know  in  Britain  there 
are  sixty  million  people,  If  you  go 
according  to  Kinsey,  which  is  like 
the  most  conservative,  fucking, 
medical,  cold  statistics  from  1949, 
it  still  gives  you  one  in  twenty 
people  being  exclusively  homo¬ 
sexual,  totally  oriented  to  their 
own  sex.  That  means  there  must 
be  three  million  people  in  Britain 
who  are  exclusively  gay.  Gay 
News  sells  twenty  thousand 
copies.  Even  if  you  allow  four  or 
five  readers  for  each  copy,  that’s 
still  only  100,000  copies,  right? 
Take  that  figure  and  triple  it  — 
the  population  of  the  bars  isn’t 
going  to  be  much  greater  than 
that.  Well,  that  means  there  are 
about  two  million  seven  hundred 
thousand  gay  people  who  are  like 
nowhere. 

The  thrust  that  I’m  going  to 
make,  the  place  I’m  going  to 


direct  the  majority  of  my  energy  is 
in  somehow  reaching  into  that 
darkness,  to  those  people,  who 
you  can  only  really  reach  through 
the  straight  media,  anyway.  Those 
people,  to  even  bring  them  to  a 
stage  of  coming  into  a  bar  once  a 
month  is  a  huge  fucking  step.  It’s 
one  of  major  importance  to  all  of 
us,  because  we  claim  to  speak  on 
behalf  of  the  homosexuals  in  the 
country  where  we’re  living,  but  in 
point  of  fact,  we’re  only  speaking 
for  a  very,  very  small  minority  of 
homosexuals.  The  vast  majority 
are  effectively  repressed  by  the 
status  quo.  They’re  acting  out 
pseudo-heterosexual  lives.  They 
may  even  get  married  (in  the  case 
of  women  more  frequently  than 
men).  They’re  living  lives  that  are 
totally  fucked  up,  like  somebody 
who’s  left-handed  eating  perma¬ 
nently  with  their  right  hand,  clum¬ 
sily,  and  then  they  go  home,  and 
maybe,  when  the  doors  are 
locked,  they’ll  turn  on  the  light 
with  their  left.  That’s  so  horrible. 
Thnk  back  to  the  time  when  you 
were  part  of  that  two  million. 

We’re  like  cuckoos,  man.  We 
get  laid  in  alien  nests  and  have  to 
go  off  and  find  there  are  other 
cuckoos  and  suss  out  what  it’s  all 
about.  You  aren’t  a  bogus 
sparrow,  you’re  a  real  cuckoo. 
That’s  what  it’s  about,  telling  a 
few  more  that  they’re  cuckoos  and 
it’s  alright. 

I  wouldn’t  even  knock  the 
Village  People,  right?  Or  even 
Rod  Steward  and  Mick  Jagger, 
because  in  a  way  that’s  still  some¬ 
where,  even  in  a  way  we  wouldn’t 
contemplate,  somewhere  along 
the  broad  front  of  chipping  into 
that  darkness.  I  mean,  it’s  certain 
that  somebody,  somewhere, 
would’ve  listened  to  “Georgie” 
(by  Rod  Stewart)  and  thought, 
“Fucking  hell,  ‘Georgie  boy’s 
gay,  I  guess/the  kindest  guy  I  ever 
knew’,  you  mean  good  old 
macho,  footballing  Rod  said 
‘He’s  the  kindest  guy  I  ever 
knew’?  He  says  here  this  guy  was 
queer  but  he  was  still  alright. 
You  mean,  I  could  be  alright?”  I 
mean,  I  learned  it  out  of  David 
Bowie,  for  fuck’s  sake.  Nothing 
was  more  ambigious  than  that, 
but  that  gave  me  the  courage  to 
come  out.  So  it  all  serves  to  some¬ 
thing.  Rather  than  devote  our  lit¬ 
tle  energy  to  pulling  those  people 
down,  devote  it  to  doing  better 
than  them.  I’m  sure  that  most  of 
the  energy  should  go  outwards  be¬ 
cause  we’ve  got  such  a  long  way  to 
go  and  so  many  enemies  and  so 
much  darkness  to  fight.

For  the  past  three  years.  I’ve 
been  studying  modern  dance  in 
Boston.  This  has  included  taking 
daily  technique  classes,  studying 
improvisation  and  composition, 
and  performing  my  own  and 
others’  choreography.  Part  of  ed¬ 
ucating  myself  has  included  at¬ 
tending  innumerable  dance  per¬ 
formances.  Most  of  these  .  have 
been  expectedly  heterosexual,  and 
many  have  struck  me  as  offen¬ 
sively  heterosexist.  They  ranged 
from  melodramatic  mush  to  ab¬ 
stract,  but  very  role-defined, 
movement,  with  men  lifting 
women.  I  often  left  at  intermis¬ 
sion. 

It  has  been  a  disheartening  and 
frustrating  experience,  both  seeing 
some  of  these  performances,  and 
then  talking  to  other  dancers 
about  them.  I  found  that  often, 
they  weren’t  upset  by  the  same 
things  I  was.  On  the  other  hand, 
my  close  friends  who  share  my 
political  outlook,  aren’t  too  inter¬ 


ested  in  taking  their  chances  and 
coming  to  most  dance  perfor¬ 
mances. 

Recently,  I’ve  been  working  to 
form  a  women’s  improvisation 
group  which  is  committed  to  ex¬ 
ploring  political  aspects  of 
women’s  dance  as  a  way  to  com¬ 
bine  two  important  sides  of  my 
life,  which  so  far  have  remained 
pretty  separate.  We  have  started 
working,  and  it  is  a  long,  slow, 
painstaking  process  of  getting  to 
know  each  other,  educate,  raise 
consciousness,  trust  and  find  ways 
to  express  common  experiences  in 
a  powerful  and  accessible  way. 

It  is  with  this  experience  that  I 
look  at  Wallflower  Order  and  ap¬ 
preciate  their  four  years’  work 
together.  It  is  also  with  great  joy 
and  excitement  that  I  appreciate 
seeing  a  dance  performance  that 
not  only  includes,  but  is  about  ,my 
life  —  as  a  woman,  as  a  feminist, 
as  a  lesbian.  It  was  a  pleasure  to 
see  women  being  strong  as  dancers 
—  leaping,  lifting,  catching  as  in 
Cranking  Up  is  Hard  To  Do,  and 
incorporating  martial  arts  power¬ 
fully  into  their  choreography  as  in 
Rainbow  and  So  Much  Has  Been 
Done.  I  felt  that  they  did  a  won¬ 
derful  job  of  making  important 
political  statements  powerfully, 
while  including  humor  that  pulled 


us  together  as  an  audience  because 
it  was  based  on  our  common, 
familiar  experiences.  In  Rainbow, 
lines  like,  “There’s  no  place  like 
home  —  til  the  neighbors  discover 
you’re  a  lesbian.”  and  “If  I  told 
you  I  were  gay  —  would  you  think 
I  had  a  sad  childhood?  —  Would 
you  be  afraid  to  be  alone  in  a 
room  with  me?”  brought  gusts  of 
laughter  from  the  audience. 
Another  example  was  in  Window 
Pain  in  which  each  perfftrmer  por¬ 
trayed  a  character  expressing 
comically  and  painfully  the 
incredible  discomfort  of  being  a 
self-conscious  teenager. 

Some  of  the  more  serious  high¬ 
lights  of  the  concert  included  If  I 
Were  I,  a  combination  of  dance 
and  sign  language  performed 
while  the  poem  Defiance  by 
Dorothy  Miles  was  recited.  Prison 
Piece  was  another  strong  and 
angry  piece  performed  dramati¬ 
cally  as  a  solo  to  a  ticking  metro¬ 
nome  which,  by  the  end  of  the 
piece  was  enough  to  make  you 
scream,  creating  a  great  deal  of 
tension  and  anguish.  The  piece 
portrayed  the  incredible  waiting 
for  an  unjustified  prison  sentence 
to  end.  So  Much  To  Do  And  Feel¬ 
ings  was  one  of  the  more  “dancer- 
ly”  pieces  that  1  thought  worked

I  have  a  funny  kind  of  job/non¬ 
job  situation.  When  there’s  work, 

I  work,  when  there’s  none,  I 
don’t. 

My  “work”  consists  of  answer¬ 
ing  the  telephone  and  taking  or¬ 
ders  for  tickets  to  various  thea¬ 
trical,  musical  and  sporting 
events.  The  tickets  are  secured  by 
means  of  a  credit  card  in  the  po- 
session  of  the  caller.  The  schedule 
is  not  particularly  predictable. 
The  whims  of  fate  in  this  business 
are  even  more  fickle  than  usual.  It 
makes  for  an  unstable  budget,  an 
unstable  social  life  and  an  un¬ 
stable  disposition.  On  my  face, 
the  smiles  and  grimaces  meet  each 
other  half-way,  and  my  purrs  and 
snarls  tend  to  intermingle. 

I  am  a  masterpiece  of  the  unex¬ 
pected,  a  compendium  of  unanti¬ 
cipated  eruptions  of  either  great 
glee  or  deep  depression.  My  lover 
lives  as  if  she  were  in  a  cockleshell, 


bouncing  around  on  the  ocean 
and  in  danger  of  sudden  storm 
one  minute,  drifting  in  utter  tran¬ 
quility  the  next.  Not  only  is  there 
this  emotional  never-never  land, 
but  the  actual  nitty-gritty  daily 
details  also  have  to  be  dealt  with, 
and  there  is  no  way  to  be  sure  who 
is  going  to  be  stuck  with  the  shop¬ 
ping,  cooking,  cleaning  or  laundry 
at  any  given  time.  When  I’m 
working,  she  does  those  domestic 
chores.  When  I’m  not  working,  I 
do  them.  Sometimes  they  don’t 
get  done.  Sometimes  they  get  done 
twice. 

“Aha  —  work?”  you  say, 
shocked  at  the  notion  that  a 
mythical  beast  does  anything  so 
mundane.  You  thought  all  I  did 
was  pursue  virgins  by  night,  and 
write  these  tiresome  articles  by 
day?  Alas,  that  is  not  precisely  the 
case.  Such  is  the  bounteousness  of 
my  nature  that  I  find  it  impossible 
to  restrict  myself  solely  to  the 


realms  of  fancy.  Therefore,  occa¬ 
sionally,  I  do  flit  about  the  real 
world,  spreading  sunshine  and 
light  in  my  own  inimitable 
fashion. 

I  have  had  my  job,  more  or  less, 
for  almost  two  years.  Originally,  I 
worked  for  a  homosexual  (not 
gay)  boss,  but  the  management 
changed  during  one  of  my  non¬ 
job  periods,  and  I  was  called  back 
to  work  for  someone  else.  The 
someone  else  is  the  world’s  most 
super-straight  male. 

He’s  49,  wears  a  different  suit 
every  day,  is  married  (almost  23 
years),  has  three  children  (two 
girls  and  one  boy),  and  resides  in 
the  suburbs,  exactly  where,  he 
won’t  say — to  protect  the  inno¬ 
cent,  no  doubt.  From  the  very 
beginning  of  his  tenure  of  office 
this  handsome,  stocky,  jovial  man 
seemed  to  want  to  kibbitz  with 
me.  He  knew  he  was  inheriting  an

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Theatre

If  you  are  a  feminist  or  an  afici¬ 
onado  of  mysteries,  then  The 
Long  Sigh  is  for  you.  If  you  are 
neither,  then  you  should  not  make 
the  effort  to  see  this  new  feminist 
play  performed  by  the  Newbury 
Street  Theatre  (NST). 

The  NST  is  a  theatre  collective 
dedicated  to  the  production  of 
plays  about  people’s  need  to 
work.  The  group  dramatizes  the 
conflicts  which  arise  between  this 
need  and  the  realities  of  the  socio¬ 
economic  system  which  provides 
the  employment.  In  short,  it  is 
political  theatre. 

The  political  issues  of  The  Long 
Sigh  are  heavy  ones.  The  play  ex¬ 
amines  the  conflicts  of  power, 
guilt,  intellectual  honesty,  and  re¬ 
sponsibility  in  the  lives  of  the 
female  faculty  of  Wedgeworth 
College  for  Women  and  ends  with 
a  powerful  scene  of  feminist  con¬ 
sciousness  raising. 

Perhaps  you  feel  your  own  life 
is  an  examination  of  these  same 
conflicts  and  you  are  not  ready  to 
give  up  another  Saturday  night  to 
consciousness  raising.  If  such  is 


the  case,  you  need  not  avoid  the 
play.  Until  almost  the  very  end, 
the  politics  are  cleverly  suspended 
within  the  framework  of  a  good 
mystery  tale  which  is  both  clever 
and  funny. 

Inspired  by  a  Dorothy  Sayers 
mystery.  The  Long  Sigh  is  the 
story  of  Leslie  Dare,  a  famed 
mystery  writer  turned  sleuth,  who 
returns  to  her  alma  mater  to  inves¬ 
tigate  a  series  of  poison  pen  letters 
which  is  disrupting  the  lives  of  the 
women  of  Wedgeworth  College. 
One  on  the  misogynistic  notes 
warns,  “No  man  is  safe  from 
women  like  you.”  It  is  soon  ap¬ 
parent,  however,  that  none  of  the 
women  are  safe  from  each  other, 
either. 

Except  for  an  occasional  stum¬ 
bled  line  or  awkward  movement, 
the  cast  perform  adequately. 
Lydia  Sargent,  who  wrote  the 
script  and  who  also  plays  the  part 
of  Leslie  Dare,  created  the  roles 
with  her  actresses  in  mind.  Thus 
she  is  able  to  get  the  most  out  of 
her  nonprofessional  cast. 

Sargent  obviously  read  her 
Agatha  Christie  as  well  as  Doro¬ 
thy  Sayers  before  she  applied  her 
own  hand  to  the  genre.  The  play 
offers  enough  clues  and  motives 
that  we  suspect  nearly  all  of  the 
characters  except,  of  course,  the 
right  one.  When  the  culprit  is  ex¬ 
posed,  we  are  surprised  and  a  little 
annoyed  at  ourselves  for  having 


been  fooled.  Sargent  has  supplied 
all  that  mystery  fans  demand  for 
satisfaction. 

At  this  point,  the  theatre-goer 
who  wishes  only  to  be  satisfied  by 
a  good  mystery  story  should  exit 
quietly.  For  it  is  now  time  for  the 
collective  to  fulfill  its  role  as  a 
political  force.  In  order  to  do  this, 
unfortunately,  it  is  necessary  to 
sacrifice  some  of  the  play’s  credi¬ 
bility.  Suddenly,  just  when  the 
play  should  naturally  end,  it  is 
expanded  with  additional  material 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  shocking 
the  women  into  a  realization  of 
their  immediate  and  historical  op¬ 
pression  as  women. 

Before,  the  only  feminist 
among  the  Wedgeworth  faculty  is 
the  embittered,  dogmatic  and 
man-hating  philosophy  professor. 
When  the  play  does  end,  they  are 
all  feminists,  having  undergone  an 
intense  few  minutes  of  conscious¬ 
ness  raising.  Even  the  most  tradi¬ 
tional  of  the  women  is  now  af¬ 
firming  feminist  slogans. 

Although  the  lesson  the  women 
learn  is  a  politically  necessary  one, 
it  comes  off  as  somewhat  forced 
in  terms  of  the  overall  play.  It 
should  have  been  better  integrated 
into  the  play  rather  than  tacked  on 
as  a  moralistic  epilogue.  It  is  a 
problem  often  faced  in  political 
theatre:  how  to  be  politically  rele¬ 
vant  without  sacrificing  artistic 
integrity.

office  full  of  faggots,  but  I  got  the 
distinct  impression  that  he  saw  in 
my  femaleness  a  ray  of  hope,  a 
glimmer  of  comfortable 
“sameness”  with  him.  Also,  I  was 
more  nearly  his  contemporary 
than  all  but  one  of  the  other 
workers,  who  was  a  man,  and, 
therefore,  suspect. 

We  went  on  quote  amiably  for 
several  weeks.  I  was  the  stellar 
performer,  of  course,  doing  flaw¬ 
less  work.  1  had  always  been  the 
best  “operator,”  and  1  had 
always  been  taken  advantage  of  in 
the  past.  This  new  man  seemed  as 
if  he  intended  to  be  fair,  and  he 
also  appeared  to  appreciate  my 
work. 

Now,  in  addition  to  being  an 
on-again-off-again  job,  per  se, 
even  during  the  “on”  periods, 
there  are  solid  chunks  of  time  that 
hang  heavily  between  phone  calls.  I 
am  not  one  to  waste  precious 
moments.  Do  you  think  I  have  the 
luxury  of  leisure,  quiet,  reams  of 
paper,  and  a  decent  typewriter 
with  which  to  turn  out  my  immor¬ 
tal  prose?  Well,  don’t  you  believe 
it.  I  write  between  phone  calls  at 
work  (“It  looks  it,”  you  say?  For 
shame,  it  goes  home  to  be  typed 
and  edited);  my  apartment  is 
hemmed  in  by  constantly  practi¬ 
cing  saxophone  and  drum 
students  from  the  Berklee  School 
of  Music;  I  use  an  antique  (c. 
1950)  portable  typewriter;  and  I 
write  (much  to  the  chagrin  of  my 
long-suffering  editor)  on  the 
backs  of  old  flyers,  rate  sheets  for 
tickets,  or  paper  that’s  been  with 
me  as  long  as  the  typewriter  has. 

So,  I  sit,  my  phone  ever  at  the 
ready,  but  I  have  my  pen  in  hand 
busily  scratching  out  some  fairy 
fantasy  or  other.  In  addition  to 
keeping  constantly  busy,  I  am 
inclined  to  expand  to  fill  up  what¬ 
ever  space  exists  around  me.  I 
bring  in  to  work  with  me  my 
instant  coffee,  tea  bags,  lemonade 
mix,  cough  medicines,  pills, 
tissues,  whatever  book  (s)  I 
happen  to  be  reading  at  the  time, 
and  my  GCN  paraphernalia.  All 
of  this  gets  deposited  in,  on  and 
beside  my  working  cubbyhole, 
and  it  is  certainly  a  visible  array  of 
impedimenta. 

One  day,  totally 

unselfconscious  about  what  I  was 
doing,  I  spread  out  some  work  for 
GCN  across  the  top  of  my 
“desk.”  My  boss,  who  is  the  most 
sociable  of  men,  came  over  and 
asked,  “What’s  that?”  I  said, 
“Work  for  a  small,  local  news¬ 
paper.”  “What  paper?”  he

well.  It  took  me  through  a  whole 
range  of  emotions  as  the  pairs  of 
dancers  made  subtle  changes  in 
their  movement  and  intention. 
What  started  as  a  tender  embrace 
somehow  soon  turned  into  a 
physical  struggle.  It  seemed  to  me 
a  very  moving  portrayal  in  dance 
of  what  happens  quite  often  in  re¬ 
lationships. 

Wallflower  Order  did  one  im¬ 
provised  piece  where  they 
requested  topics  from  the 
audience.  Each  performer  chose 
one  (some  were  feelings,  objects, 
issues)  and  improvised  on  it.  The 
piece  ended  up  being  an  unin¬ 
spired,  light  comedy,  with  col¬ 
lective  members  choosing  such 
topics  as  “muscles”,  “cows”, 
“deodorant”,  “nukes”  and 
“gymnastics.”  While  1 
understand  the  safety  they  sought 
in  these  choices,  1  was  dis¬ 
appointed  that  they  hadn’t  picked 
some  of  the  more  insistent  re¬ 
quests,  such  as  “racism”,  or  “the 
murders  in  Roxbury.”  It  would 
have  meant  sacrificing  the 
comedy,  but  it  would  have  been 
more  responsive  to  the  needs  of 
many  women  present. 

I  felt  that  Wallflower  Order  had 
fine  dance  technique,  but  that 
they  didn’t  always  make  the  most 
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inquired.  “The  Gay  Community 
News,  ”  said  I,  with  a  very  straight 
face.  He  took  that  in  with  only  a 
slight  loss  of  composure,  and  then 
asked,  “Are  you  on  the  staff?” 
“Yes,”  was  my  I-cannot-tell-a-lie 
response. 

He  did  nothing,  but  arranged 
not  to  speak  with  me  for  the 
remainder  of  that  day.  I  wondered 
what  was  going  to  happen,  and 
how  much  sooner  my  next  “off” 
period  was  going  to  come  as  a 
result  of  our  little  interchange. 

The  next  day  everything  was 
back  to  normal.  He  chatted  mean- 
inglessly  with  me  as  he  had  always 
done.  There  was  no  perceptible 
tension  in  the  air.  He  had  just 
mentallyadded- one  more  fruit  to 
the  office  compote.  Besides,  there 
were  two  other  females  in  the 
place  who  were  unquestionably 
straight,  so  that  should  have  given 
him  sufficient  solace. 

Not  too  long  after  I  fell,  rather 
than  came,  out,  several  of  our 
major  theatrical  attractions  fin¬ 
ished  their  runs,  and  there  were 
mass  lay-offs.  The  straight  women 
and  most  of  the  men  were  tempor¬ 
arily  suspended  (we  always  get 
down  to  a  skeleton  crew  between 
hig  engagements),  but  I  was  re¬ 
tained. 

Since  the  cat  was  already  out  of 
the  bag  anyway,  the  fellows  and  I 
began  talking  freely  about  gay 
matters — our  domestic  lives,  the 
bars,  etc.  Our  boss  asked  all  day 
long,  “What  does  that  mean?” 
We  told  him:  “Piss  as  in  piss, 
elegant  as  in  elegant.”  That  was 
no  help.  I  didn’t  really  understand 
the  concept  very  well  myself.  I  had 
occasion  to  mention  “Jewish 
dyke.”  He  knew  what  Jewish  was, 
but  dyke  was  a  new  one  on  him,  so 
I  explained  what  that  meant — as 
simply  as  possible. 

We  inched  our  way,  step  by 
•step,  toward  a  frank  and  open  dia¬ 
logue.  part,  no  doubt,  was  the 
boss’s  pure  voyeurism,  but  that 
was  swiftly  gotten  over,  and  some 
real  education  happened.  The 
manager  had  a  genuine  “live  and 
let  live”  attitude,  and  didn’t  care 
any  more  about  my  sexual  orien¬ 
tation  than  he  did  about  my  reli¬ 
gion. 

With  performance  the  criterion, 
I  was  kept,  while  both  straights 
and  men  were  let  go.  Though  I 
may  be  “off”  again  at  any  mom¬ 
ent,  I  have  had  the  morale-booster 
of  being  “out”  to  a  straight  boss, 
and  judged  on  my  merits  as  an 
employee.  Wouldn’t  it  be  lovely  if 
this  were  true  for  everyone? 
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of  it.  For  instance,  sometimes  they 
would  do  incredible  leaps  and 
land  noiselessly,  other  times 
they’d  land  with  a  thud.  1  found 
this  distracting.  I  felt  their  ar¬ 
rangement  of  various 

performance  forms  was  wonder¬ 
ful  (i.e.  drama,  modern  dance, 
Ch’aun  Fa  Kung  Fu,  poetry,  dia¬ 
logue),  yet  I  found  their  dance 
choreography  somewhat  lacking. 
They  used  a  great  deal  of  move¬ 
ment  repetition,  both  within 
pieces  and  throughout  the  con¬ 
cert.  Their  choreographic  forms 
were  also  repetitive  —  i.e.  there 
was  a  lot  of  unison  movement  fol¬ 
lowed  by  canon  phrases  (phrases 
done  one  after  another  other). 

Chrystelle  Bond  wrote  of  Wall¬ 
flower  Order,  “Although  one 
could  agree  with  the  social  com¬ 
mentary,  the  artistic  treatment 
could  be  better.”  The  audience 
more  than  “agreed”  with  the  per¬ 
formance.  There  was  an  incredible 
empathy,  to  the  extent  that  each 
subtle  vocal  inflection  or  eyeball 
roll  in  “Will  You  Still  Love  Me 
Tomorrow”  was  thoroughly  lived 
by  the  audience.  The  opportunity 
to  finally  recognize  oneself,  one’s 
pains,  joys  and  struggles  are  far 
more  valuable  to  me  now  than  the 
finest  pirouette.
